HE California State Committee on Developmental Reading, in its study 

of the problems of teaching deficient readers, has prepared this material 
with suggestions applicable to two types of learners. Suggestions are made 
for the instruction of the slow learners usually found in regular classes in 
secondary schools. In addition, procedures intended to meet the needs of 
teachers of special training classes organized in conformity with California 
Senate Bill No. 133 are outlined. 

A preliminary report of the techniques set forth herein was prepared 
for consideration and evaluation by teachers, supervisors, and administrators 
during the spring term of 1949. The reaction of the reviewers, as reported, 
was generally favorable and encouraging. There was, however, a showing of 


questions about the difficulty of obtaining necessary duplication facilities and 
clerical help to provide a supply of copies of each experience lesson for individ- 
ual re-reading practice by the pupils. It will be found that the results obtained 
more than justify the cost of reproduction materials. The Committee is hope- 
ful that the additional training requirements for teachers of special training 
classes and the legal excess cost for education of mentally retarded pupils will 
do much to encourage reforms in instruction in that field. 


The Committee believes that there must be a re-definition of the purposes 
of instruction and a radical change in most materials and methods now used 
in teaching both slow learners and mentally retarded pupils. Too many things 
now “taught” cannot be learned by these pupils, and many more, if learned, 
have no practical use in their lives, now or in the future. 

Section I suggests ways of teaching reading to the mentally retarded, Read- 
ing instruction for these pupils should be based upon their growth charac- 
teristics and actual life needs. Teachers working with these pupils will have 
to meet the challenge (1) of verifying the learning ability and discovering 
the factors which affect the progress of pupils, (2) of studying the needs of 
pupils in their community life, and (3) of using appropriate techniques to 
help boys and girls grow personally as individuals. This program of instruc- 
tion should not be a mere modification of the usual developmental reading 
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program. The “experience lessons” given in this material are closely related 
to pupils’ real life needs. They have been developed to help pupils commun- 
icate their ideas through speaking, reading, writing, and listening, with 
emphasis upon speaking and listening. 

Section II presents suggestions for teaching reading to the slow learners 
usually found in regular classes of secondary schools. Some of these pupils 
have not made the progress in reading of which they are capable, and remedial 
instruction is recommended, The pupils classified as slow learners whose nor- 
mal progress is below level should have a development program for their ability. 

The Committee is aware of the difficulty of finding instructional materials 
for slow learners, but, because much has already been written about how to 
develop learning ability through the use of easy materials, the suggestions given 
herein emphasize “experience lessons.” 

Although the above classification of pupils is based on mental ability, the 
Committee recognizes that intelligence is only one of the factors which con- 
tribute to success or lack of success in learning to read. It is important that 
reading instruction be based on a diagnosis of the needs of pupils. Suggestions 
for determining the causes of reading disabilities and for providing aid in 
overcoming these difficulties are outlined in Section III. The Committee hopes 
that this guide will be useful to all secondary-school teachers who are respon- 
sible for developing the reading abilities of their pupils.

Problems of Teaching Slow Learners and the Meutally Retarded 


INTERPRETATION OF TERMS 


The Learner 

OR the purposes of this publication, slow learners are the large group of 

pupils who fall in the I.Q. range of approximately 76-90. These pupils 
are usually found in the regular classes of secondary schools. Mentally 
retarded pupils are those who fall in the I.Q. range of approximately 50-75. 
In conformity with California Senate Bill No. 133, special training classes 
for these pupils may be provided in secondary schools in the State of 
California. ' 
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The Learning Process 

The learning process is the same for all pupils, but the rate and degree 
of learning differ with intelligence. Though pupils may learn slowly, they 
are learners. 


Reading 
Reading, as considered and used in this publication, consists of the 


four communication skills—speaking, listening, writing, and reading. The 
teaching process for both the slow learner and the mentally retarded places 
emphasis upon speaking and listening. Instruction in writing and reading 
should be limited to providing experiences that will contribute to the ability 
of the pupils to meet the practical needs of real life situations. 


DIAGNOSIS OF POSSIBLE CAUSES OF READING DEFICIENCY 


It is of utmost importance that instruction of slow learners be based 
upon a diagnosis of the needs of each pupil. All available information con- 
cerning the child’s physical, social, emotional, mental, and educational 
characteristics is fundamental to adequate instruction. Teachers should study 
this information very carefully. As the instruction in reading advances, teachers 
should measure pupil growth and note systematically the various factors 
that may influence ability to use basic communication skills. 

The presence of a symptom may be only an indication that a particular 
factor is one of the causes of a pupil’s disability. Whenever such an indica- 
tion exists, further study for corroborative evidence should be made to deter- 
mine the specific cause. This study will include: 

Checking observable symptoms against the diagnostic chart* 

Checking the chart for additional related factors 

Conferring with other teachers 

Conferring with parents 


Referral to specialists 
When possible causes have been identified, the next step is to determine the 


techniques which should be used to help each pupil overcome or compensate 
for his weakness. 

Factors influencing pupil growth in reading are listed in the charts* fol- 
lowing the suggested teaching techniques. Causes and indications of difficulty 
are listed, together with suggested techniques-for overcoming the results of 


specific handicaps.

Practical Instruction in Reading for 
Mentally Retarded Pupils 


HE group of pupils classified as “incapable of being educated profitably 
and efficiently through ordinary classroom instruction, but who may be 
expected to benefit from special educational facilities designed to make them 
economically useful and socially adjusted” are at last freed by California law 
from the confinement of instructional methods and materials that are beyond 
their comprehension. The task before us now is that of devising techniques 
and materials that will assist to the utmost the development of the limited 
abilities possessed by each mentally retarded pupil. 
WHAT SHOULD BE TAUGHT 


In the very near past in educational history, it has been the practice to 
use with these pupils the easy books devised for deficient readers of normal 
or of “slow learning” mental ability. Little permanent learning of practical 
value has resulted. The need, therefore, is for an immediate and radical 
change to the teaching of those things that will lead directly to the living of 
economically useful and socially adjusted lives. 

Few books, however skillfully prepared, can provide the kind of experi- 
ences which help pupils to move toward these goals. “Experience lessons” 
developed by the pupils themselves provide for a class an active learning 
situation which results in “permanent learning of practical value.” Examples 
of such lessons’ follow. Some of the things the pupils need to know and can 
learn. are as simple as the following ones: 

Orientation to their own school 

Obtaining employment in their community 

Obtaining “Social Security Cards” 

Understanding and enjoying sports 

Obtaining driver’s license, etc. 

Obtaining vacation jobs 

Keeping one’s room clean 

Caring for the yard 

Learning about games 

This type of material must be written by the class with the aid of the 


teacher. Class-written lessons have more than one valuable characteristic. 
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If well-motivated, they have an intrinsic interest for the pupils. The vocabu- 
lary consists of words already in the spoken recognition list of the pupils. 
Practice in the recognition of these words in script and in print and practice 
in expression are afforded. 

To be effective, readiness for each lesson is developed through guided 
class discussion. This assures understanding of the topic and oral use of 
the words that will appear in the written lesson. Statements are then dic- 
tated by the pupils and written on the board. They are discussed to find 
“the best way to say it.” The sentences are re-written as a result of the 
discussion. Since it is doubtful that outlining is either understandable or 
practical, it should not be stressed. Paragraphs are organized by deciding 
the natural order of statements. The paragraphs are written on the board 
and read by the pupils. 

On the following day, reproduced copies are presented to the class 
for reading. These have been mimeographed by the school or, better 
still, hectographed by the pupils from a master copy made by the teacher 
or school. At the time of re-reading, drill on word recognition is given 
only on words that will probably appear again and again in their speak- 
ing and writing, and are, therefore, essential for the particular class. 

The lessons that follow are examples of the class-written experience 
type or of the individual pupil-written type that may be used as class 
lessons. They are intended as suggestions for the teacher who will, of course, 
take advantage of the community conditions and individual needs of her 
pupils as the basis for experience lessons. 

USE OF EXPERIENCE LESSONS 
Suggested Lessons on Orientation to a New School 

Since orientation to the school is a practical problem for all pupils, it 
would be easy to motivate the writing of “A Handbook for New Pupils.” 
The number of lessons would depend upon the need of the particular class 
for experience in writing and reading. Such a project could well extend over 
some months with profit to the learners. Each lesson would be discussed by the 
pupils and the teacher. Much oral expression would result in familiarity with 
the meaningful vocabulary to be used. Some lessons in this unit might be: 


How to enroll 

How to get books 

How to use the library 

What to do at an assembly 
What to do at class meetings 
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What to do after you have been absent 
How to get lunch at the cafeteria. 
A lesson on how to get lunch at the cafeteria might be worked out as follows: 


How to Get Lunch at the Cafeteria 

Development 

The teacher begins the activity by asking, “What does a new pupil need 
to know about the school lunchroom?” The suggestions made by the pupils 
are written on the blackboard: 

Where is the cafeteria? 

When is it open? 

What can be bought? 

What do lunches cost? 

What does the pupil do when he goes there? 

Where does he pay for his lunch? 

How does he leave? 
Writing the Story 

The resulting paragraph might be as follows: 

Our cafeteria is on the first floor. It is at the east end of the hall. We 
eat our lunches at half past eleven. That is after the fourth period. We may 
buy a hot lunch. We may get two hot dishes and a glass of milk for fifteen 
cents. We get in line and pick up a tray as we go by the pile on the table. 
We ask the waitress at the counter for the food we want. We pay the cashier. 
We sit at a table to eat. Then we go out quietly through the east door. 


Review Words for Drill 

Lunch — lunches; dish — dishes; four — fourth 

It is not desirable to ask the pupils to formulate or learn rules and 
generalizations. However, several words ending in sh and ch with their 
plurals may be written on the board, pronounced by the teacher and pupils, 
and used in sentences by the pupils. A similar procedure may be used with 
four and fourth. These lessons are kept in the pupils’ notebooks and are used 
tor review when it seems that review will serve a useful purpose. 

THE NEW SCHOOL 

The pupils in the special training class who asked the questions and 
developed the stories given below were enrolled in a new junior high-school 
plant which had not been completed when school opened in September. Many 
questions were asked by these boys and a. Some of them are listed below: 


Is this the largest school in 

How many rooms are in the school? 
May we visit the other rooms? 
Where is the cafeteria? 

How many bikes do the stands hold? 
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When are we going to have grass? 

When are we going to have an auditorium? 

Are we going to have tennis courts? 

Are we going to have a swimming pool? 

Where are our lockers going to be? 

Where is the nurse’s office? 

Who is our nurse? 

Who is our principal? 

Many other questions were asked by the pupils. After they had all 
been listed on the blackboard, the questions were organized into units. The 
pupils found the answers by asking questions and by visiting different parts 


of the school plant. After visits to different parts of the building, stories 
were written co-operatively by the pupils and the teacher. 
The Cafeteria 


The cafeteria has not been finished and won’t be for a while. At the snack 
bar, there will be sandwiches, ice cream, cookies, and milk for us, starting 
tomorrow. Everyone will like the snack bar. Our cafeteria is very light. The 
outdoor eating place will be nice when the trees and shrubs are planted. 
Until the auditorium is built, we will use the cafeteria for assemblies, too. 


The Library Center 


We went to the library. We were introduced to the libra- 
rian, by , our teacher. The library is a beautiful room. The 


floor is covered with very fancy asphalt tile. There are many shelves of books. 
All are easy to reach. ..... told us that there are 5,000 library 


books in our library. There are 15,000 textbooks. Many of these have been checked 
out to the boys and girls in our school. 


Use of Shop Experiences 
The general shop and other activities of the pupils will furnish material 











for experience lessons. 


Development 
The teacher discusses with the pupils their work in the shop classes. 


The teacher asks what is being done or made in shop. 
The teacher lists the pupils’ names and articles on the blackboard. 
A schedule is made showing when each pupil will tell the class how to 


make his article. 
Reports and Group Discussion 
The pupil shows object and explains how he is making it. 
The teacher writes special terms or difficult words on the blackboard as 


pupil talks. 


Writing the Story 
The pupil dictates and the teacher writes the story on the blackboard. 
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Making a Lamp 

Take two pieces of wood. Cut each one down to five inches square.

Use of School Sports 
Baseball 


School sports provide much interesting material for developing an experi- 
ence lesson. Baseball was the sport in season at the time the following story 


was written and served as reading matter. 
Development (Teacher’s questions) 
Are any of you on our baseball team? (sport in season) 
Can any student be on our school teams? 
Would you like to be on some team? 
What are some of the requirements for membership on the team? 
Shall we make a list of these requirements on the board? 
Writing the Story (Teacher and students) 
To be on any team at Roosevelt High School a boy must be a good student. 
A member of a team must be a good citizen in all his classes. 


He must be a good sport, too. 
A good sport always plays the game fairly. 
He should know the rules of each game. 


He must play well. 
He agrees willingly with the decision of the umpire. 


Teacher: “I’m sure you know enough about baseball to tell me the main 
points about this American sport. I shall write them on the blackboard 


as you give them to me.” 


Writing the Story 
In a game of baseball, there are nine players on each team. 
Each team has a pitcher and a catcher. 
Each team has a first baseman, a second baseman, a third baseman, and a 


shortstop. 
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The shortstop plays between second and third base. 

Home base, first base, second base, and third base make a diamond. 

Each team has a right fielder, a center fielder, and a left fielder. 

Each team has a coach. He stands near first or third bases. 

The coach directs the base runners and gives signals to the batter. 

Each team has its manager who takes care of the equipment. 

In each game there are two umpires and sometimes three. One umpire stands 
behind the catcher to call balls and strikes. He also calls foul balls. 

The other umpire calls the plays at the bases. Each team has a scorekeeper.

Giving Directions 

The ability to give and understand oral directions is one in which boys 
and girls should be given much practice. 
Development of a Lesson 

One of the things you will often be asked to do is to give directions, 
to tell somebody How to do something. The girls might have to give direc- 
tions to someone who has never baked a cake. The boys might tell someone 
how to change the oil in a car. Just how would you go about telling another 
person so clearly that there could be no misunderstanding about the way 
to do it? 

Most boys know a great deal about cars. Could you boys give directions 
on how to change the oil, for instance? The boss might ask you to explain 


to a new boy exactly how to do the job. Where would you begin with your 
directions? 


Writing the Statements 
I. How to take the oil out: 

First, get a six-quart can. ‘ 
Then get a wrench about one-half to an inch in size. 
Crawl under the car with a rag. 
Wipe around the plug on the pan. 
Wipe your wrench clean. 
Loosen the nut by using the wrench. 
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Next, loosen the nut with your fingers, but not quite all the way. 
Take the can and put it directly under the plug on the pan. 
Then loosen and take the plug all the way out and the oil will come out. 
II. How to put new oil in: 
Put the plug back in the pan. 
Wipe the wrench off again to keep it clean. 
Crawl out from under the car. 
Get the right amount of oil for the car. 
Look for the spout that says “Oil.” 
Take the cover off by pulling it outward. 
Pour the oil in the spout. 
Put the cover back on the oil spout and you have finished. 
Lessons on Holidays 
Holidays and special occasions furnish (1) topics for oral expression for 
groups whose mental status precludes their learning to write and to read, and 
(2) experience lessons for those who can learn to read simple practical material. 
Sometimes the results of a co-operative experience lesson are much poorer 
than could be wished, but they serve as an indication for further instruction. 
The following lesson on Hallowe’en shows what must often be accepted. 
It was the result of a lesson with a group of maladjusted girls from fourteen 
to sixteen years of age. The best readers tested on the fourth-grade level. 


Hallowe'en 


Development 

A general discussion of Hallowe’en brought out the following list of 
words, which were written on the board: 

witches costumes parties 

brooms dress pumpkin 
Writing the Story 

The pupils dictated the sentences, which were written on the board, and 
re-written in better order and read for practice. 

Hallowe’en comes once a year. It comes before Thanksgiving. 

It is a time of black cats and witches on brooms. 

Hallowe’en means lots of fun. 

We go to parties at this time. 

We dress up in fancy costumes. 

We eat pumpkin pie at Hallowe'en. 
Something to Do

Making Fudge 
These lessons were developed with a class of thirteen students with I. Q. 
ranging from 50-70. 
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Development First Day 

As the Christmas season approached, the question “Have you ever made 
candy?” was asked by the teacher. Many said they had made fudge, while 
others had never been permitted to make candy. The following questions 
were discussed: 

Would you like to know how to make fudge? 

Do men often become candy makers? 

Is candy making a big business in our country? 

Does a box of homemade candy make a nice gift? 

What kitchen utensils are needed to make fudge? 

The names of the utensils were listed on the board as they were given: 
measuring cup, measuring spoons, sauce pan, large pan, mixing spoon, square 
pan, shallow cup, knife. Arrangements had been made to borrow these articles 
from the foods room. The teacher pointed to the name of a utensil on the 
board, and a student picked up the article. Then the process was reversed. 
The teacher pointed out the utensils on the table and the student located the 
matching words on the board. 

Development Second Day 

“Now that we have the utensils selected, what ingredients are needed?” 
The pupils named the following which were listed on the blackboard: sugar, 
cocoa, milk, syrup, butter, nuts. Again arrangements had been made to use 
the utensils with the ingredients added. This enabled the students to match 
the ingredients with the printed words. 

Development Third Day 

The foods teacher invited the class to the foods room to watch the 
demonstration of fudge making. She explained very simply the process of 
mixing and cooking the ingredients and the use of the utensils. The students 
were able to see the entire operation. When the demonstration was com- 
pleted, each student received a sample of the fudge. 

Development Fourth Day 

The following sentences developed by the pupils were chosen for the 
class story. They were chosen because they gave the facts regarding the 
success simply and concisely. 

Instructions for Making Fudge 

Mix two cups of sugar with four spoons of cocoa. 

Mix well and add the milk. 

Stir this well before placing it on the stove. 

Let it boil well but do not stir. 

The candy is tested by dropping a spoonful in a little cold water. 

When it forms a soft ball, remove the candy from the stove. 

Place the sauce pan in water to cool. 
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Beat until the candy is creamy. 

Then add the butter and nuts. 

Pour it into a buttered pan. 

Cut the candy into squares. 

The lists of utensils and ingredients were placed on charts. The stories 
were placed in a Christman cover and became part of the children’s library. 


The Compton Football Carnival 
These lessons were developed with a group of fourteen pupils, ranging 
‘rom 50 to 70 I.Q., in separate periods of fifty minutes each. 


First Day Development — Attendance at Carnival 
The entire class attended the Junior College Football Carnival in the 
junior College Stadium. 


Second Day Development 
The class discussed the colorful event. Many of the following ideas 


were volunteered by the students: 
Why it was called a “Football Carnival?” 
Who were the participants? 
Which schools played together? 
Who won? 
What is meant by the Compton Union School District? 
Demonstration of drill team activities by class members who belong to the 
drill team. Explanation and demonstration given of how initials were formed. 


Third and Fourth Days — Writing the Story (Teacher and Students) 

The Football Carnival was held at the Compton Junior College, Tuesday, Nov- 
ember ninth. 

The teams were Enterprise, Willowbrook, and Paramount against Roosevelt, 
Lynwood, and the Junior College. 

We were proud because our Enterprise band was chosen for the official band. 

The Enterprise drill team was dressed in green and white, our school colors. 

They made the initials of each school. 

Mr. Vess is the director of our band and of our drill team. 

The game started with Lynwood receiving against Willowbrook. 

Next, Roosevelt played Paramount. 

Then the Junior College played Enterprise. 

Enterprise hopes to be champion next year. 

Each student made his own copy of the story from the board. 


l'ifth Day —Things to Do 

A short drill was given on recognizing the names of the schools in the 
district. Teacher wrote names on board and students competed to see who 
ould recognize each name first: 


Roosevelt Willowbrook Lynwood 
Enterprise Paramount Compton 
Junior College — and what the initials J. C. meant 
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Flash card drills were used to teach the days of the week. Students 
took the cards, copied the names of the days on the board, and read them. 

The next day a spelling lesson on the days of the week, plus a drill on 
abbreviations was given. 

On the following day, the story was typed and various members volun- 
teered to read it aloud to the class. (All but four in the class could read it. 
These four who had been nonreaders, recognized all the names of the schools, 
Compton, and the days of the week.) Suggested below is another exercise:

PROVIDING FOR INDIVIDUAL OR GROUP INSTRUCTION IN 
SPECIAL TRAINING CLASSES 


Careful consideration must be given to material offered for experience 
lessons for mentally retarded pupils. There is danger lest the real objective 
be lost: that all materials be within the actual experience of the majority 
of the pupils and contribute to preparation for the home or occupational 
lives of those pupils after the school no longer serves them. There is danger, 
also, that the finished experience starv will he too difficult for most of the 
pupils to read. The all-important feeling of success will then be lost. There 
will be no desire to re-read for valuable over-learning that results from the 
word drill and comprehension exercises. 

A strong teacher, well acquainted with her class, may get results com- 
parable to those shown in the lesson on the Football Carnival, but that 
teacher has to provide other work for the pupils who are nonreaders because 
of the lack of mental ability to comprehend printed and written symbols. 

To meet the needs of pupils enrolled in the special training classes, 
individual or small group instruction is essential. Pupils’ activities must be 
carefully planned so that they can work individually when the teacher is 
working with another pupil or pupils. Since the attention span of pupils 
enrolled in these classes is very short, it is not advisable to have all groups 
or each individual carry on independent reading activities for a very long 
time. It is better to have such activities scheduled for three or four different 
times during that part of the day that the pupils are with the teacher of the 
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special training classes. Reading might be scheduled for four fifteen-minute 
periods during the day. It is necessary to vary the activities as well as to 
limit the study periods of these pupils. 

To assist in planning the reading instruction for pupils in the special 
training classes, a suggested list of reading activities is given below:

INSTRUCTIONAL MATERIALS FOR SPECIAL TRAINING CLASSES 


The Committee on Developmental Reading suggests the use of “ex- 
perience lessons” for the mentally retarded. The extensive use of these 
lessons along with a limited number of books is recommended for the men- 
tally retarded. 

Most instructional materials now used in classes for the mentally re- 
tarded are either books and workbooks intended for the developmental or 
remedial reading program for the slow learners or basic reader written for 
children enrolled in the primary grades. It is possible through the use of 
these materials to teach reading, and, yet, wholly miss the goal of teach- 
ing — the development of skills useful in life to individuals of very limited 
mental ability. 

Mentally retarded pupils are delayed in reaching reading readiness and 
are limited in their ultimate achievement level. Few achieve beyond the fourth- 
grade level of reading achievement, either in the mechanics of reading or in 
comprehension. Though mentally retarded pupils undoubtedly learn better 
through “experience lessons,” the possession of “books like other pupils have” 
lends to the building of morale. 
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The brief list of titles which follows will serve as an example for teachers 
who will make fuller selections of easy books of first-, second-, third-, or 


fourth-grade difficulty.

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Suggestions for Teaching Slow Learners 
Found in Regular Classrooms 


HE teaching of slow-learning pupils presents some of the same problems 

that are encountered in the instruction of special training class pupils. 
However, the problems are less exaggerated. There is a similar need for 
repetition and drill to the point of a limited degree of over-learning. There 
is the absolute necessity for interest as a motive for reading and for the use 
of materials on the individual pupil’s level of reading skill and comprehen- 
sion. The probable final level of reading skill, though higher than that of 
mentally retarded pupils, is lower than that of normal individuals, and the use 
of reading skills in adult life is much more limited. 


TYPES OF MATERIALS AND LESSONS 


While some use of textbook and supplementary printed materials is 
advisable, effective learning will depend upon limiting that use to carefully 
selected practical materials of the proper level of difficulty. Without doubt, 
experience lessons written by the class under the teacher’s supervision pro- 
vide active learning situations. They serve as valuable tools for interest- 
ing practice in both reading and expression, The sample lessons following 
have been used in classes consisting largely of slow-learning pupils. They 
are given as suggestions to teachers of like classes. 

A LESSON ON A TRIP TO THE AIRPORT 

Lessons about a trip to an airport were used with a mixed group of 
deficient readers in a senior high school. The group, unfortunately, con- 
tained both mentally retarded and slow-learning pupils. The preparation for 
the trip, the trip itself, the writing of the lesson, its duplication and reading 
extended through several periods. 

First Day Development 
Many of you have taken trips by automobile. If you were to take a longer trip, 


hy what means of transportation would you like to travel? We have been reading the

Second Day — Field Trip 
Third Day — Writing the Statements (Day following field trip) 
We started in three cars to go to the Municipal Airport. 
We drove out Santa Monica Boulevard to Sepulveda Boulevard, and then about 
eight miles to the airport. 
We went to the TWA offices to meet the guide. We met him on the flight deck. 
While we were waiting, a helicopter came in on the field to leave the mail. We 
saw a plane from the Philippines arrive. The plane had “Philippine Airlines” 


written across it. 
When our guide came, he told us that TWA stands for Trans-World Airlines. 


He took us to another building. 

There are many buildings at the airport, for it is used by American Airlines, 
Western Airlines, and United Airlines. 

The guide first showed us a room that contains a Link Trainer. 

The Link Trainer is a machine that looks like a small plane. 

All pilots must use the Link Trainer at least three hours a month to see if they 
are in good condition to fly a plane. 

We learned that pilots are permitted to fly only eighty-five hours each month. 

One of our boys, Don, operated the training plane for us. 

We watched the machine that showed his speed and altitude. 

Next we went to the room where frozen food is stored. In this room, food for 
the passengers is prepared. 

We learned that all food for the TWA planes is cooked and frozen in Kansas City. 
The reason for this is that they want all the planes to have the same quality 
of food. 

Before the food is put on the planes, hot dishes are put into casseroles. 

They stay hot for more than four hours. 

The food is served on special plastic trays. There are sections for different foods. 
The silverware is sterilized and kept in separate cellophane packages. TWA is 
proud of their kitchen because it is so clean. 

The guide told us that TWA stresses “safety, speed, and comfort.” 

Next we went to the teletype room. In this room were the weather maps. We 
saw messages coming in, in code, from all over the United States. We learned 
that the code used is called the International Weather Code. 

From there we went to the radio room. There was a plane over Newhall and we 
could hear the pilot giving his position. Then the radio man repeated the posi- 
tion of the plane. The position of the planes is kept on strips of paper in code. 
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These slips record the identity of the plane, how fast it is flying, and how high 


it is above the ground. 
We went to see one of the large Constellation planes. The plane holds fifty-two 


passengers. There are levers beside the seats to push them down for sleeping 
or resting. There are three men in the cockpit—the pilot, the co-pilot, and an 
engineer. There usually are two hostesses on a four-motored plane and one on 


a two-motored plane. 
We learned that none of the passenger planes has parachutes for the passengers. 


This is because passengers would not know how to use them. 
We also found out that passengers may take forty pounds of luggage per person. 


They may take as many pieces of luggage as they wish. 
We all enjoyed the trip, because we learned so many things we didn’t know before. 


COMMUNITY OCCUPATIONS 


The Packing House 

Many lessons, those not concerned with the daily living of the pupils, will 
need much preliminary development. For example, pupils in a citrus-growing 
community would be interested in packing houses because of the possibility 
of obtaining jobs there. In other communities other industries would be the 
basis of lessons. 
Development 

The teacher begins the discussion based on the subject of the lesson 
to bring out the main points that will be covered. Pupils will contribute to 
the discussion. The vocabulary needed will come up in discussion and should 
be written on the blackboard. The words can then be used in the written 


work.

Writing the Story 

The oranges are picked from the trees and put into field boxes. The boxes are 
loaded onto a truck. The truck takes them to the packing house. The packing house 
is a big building. In it oranges are made ready for market. 
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The boxes are taken off the truck and marked with the grower’s number. Then 
the oranges are dumped into a tank of water. The water contains borax. Borax 
washes the oranges. The oranges are rinsed in another tank which sprays clean water 
on them. 

Next they are put into a sealed vat. In this vat they are given a coat of wax. 
Now the poor oranges are separated from the good ones, put into a bin, and sent to 
the by-products plant. In this piant juice is extracted and used for flavoring. The 
pulp is ground up for fertilizer. 

At the packing house the good oranges are run through sorting chutes. These 
chutes have openings for each size of orange. A packer stands before each opening 
to take the orange as it comes out. There is a packer for oranges of each size. The 
packer wraps each orange in tissue paper. She puts the wrapped orange in a box. 
Oranges are divided into sizes. For example, a size 200 orange means 200 oranges 
of that size will go into one box. 

The grower’s number is recorded on a counting machine. 
the number of each size of orange that is packed for the grower. 

When the packer has completed packing a box, she puts the box on an electric 
runway. It is carried to a machine which nails a lid on it. The box then goes to the

Smudging 
Teacher Background Material 


Orchard heating, or “smudging” as it is more commonly called, 
used for producing a rather small modification of outdoor temperature; namely, 
counteracting local cooling to maintain a safe minimum temperature in groves. 

In Southern California citrus groves during certain months of the year, 
usually December through February, the temperature occasionally becomes 
subfreezing and may cause frost damage to the fruit as well as to the trees. 
This damage is due primarily to the nocturnal loss-of heat by radiation to 
the cold sky. The cooled air is more dense than the warmer air above and 
remains close to the ground, getting colder as long as the surface tempera- 
ture of the earth continues to fall. The purpose of smudging is to raise the 
temperature of inflowing air near the ground. Sometimes this is raised ten 
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degrees Fahrenheit by the use of orchard heaters, or “smudge pots,” which 


burn a low grade of fuel oil. 

Temperatures which will be endured by trees, blossoms, and fruit with- 
out damage depend upon many variable factors, such as: 

Duration and degree of low temperature. 

The amount of air movement. 


The amount of moisture in the air. 

The degree of exposure of the plant parts to direct radiation. 
The cell-sap concentration. 

The heat capacity of the fruit or plant. 


The degree of insulation. 
The extent to which fruit cools below the freezing point without the formation 


of ice crystals. 

The smudge pots are lit or “fired” with a burning kerosene torch which 
is carried from heater to heater by the “smudger.” He knows when to fire 
by observing sheltered thermometers posted at various spots throughout the 
grove. On cold nights following warm days (highest temperature 60 degrees 
F. or over) with steady temperature fall to the danger point: 

He fires ripe oranges or grapefruit when air temperatures reach 26 degrees. 

He fires green or half-ripe oranges or grapefruit at 27 degrees. 

On cold nights following cool days (highest temperature 59 degrees or 
lower) with very slow temperature fall near danger point: 

The smudger fires ripe oranges or grapefruit at 27 degrees. 

He fires green or half-ripe oranges or grapefruit at 27.5 degrees. 

He tries to keep the shelter thermometer up to 28 degrees or higher 
on both types of night after he has started to fire. 

The smudge pots burn with poor combustion when first fired and 
cause considerable smoke or “smudge.” This smoke output has no advan- 
tage whatsoever to the grower, so the pot should be adjusted to eliminate 
the smoking. The heaters are usually extinguished in the early morning 
when the temperature rises. Fifty heaters are required per acre. The report 
of “frost warning” over the radio gives the temperature expected. 
Development 

The following reading lesson was done in a class of nineteen pupils. 
All I. Q.’s except one are below 86 and the average reading score in grade 
placement is about 5.6. The topic selected was smudging. 

First Day 

The tea rer began a discussion on smudging, asking students how they 
might try te explain smudging to a person who had never lived around a 
citrus fruit area. Each student was given a sheet of paper and told to jot 
down any “new” words which someone in class used. They were told to try 
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to guess at the spellings if they couldn’t spell the words correctly. Each stu- 
dent contributed to the discussion. Then, together, the class formed a com- 
posite list of words that should be used in any discussion of smudging. The 
list included words such as smudge, smudge pots, smudging, temperaturc, 
crude oil, and frost warnings. 


Second Day 

Pupils read their papers, talked a little more about the subject. They 
looked over the list of words again. Then the teacher distributed two “stories” 
which had been mimeographed. Students were asked to look through the 
words carefully and to underline any words which they thought they would 
not be able to say correctly if they were asked to read it. Each pupil read at 
least part of one of the “stories” aloud to the teacher. Then both were reac 
by members of the class to the entire class. 


Examples of Student Written Articles 

“It is eight o’clock, Jim. Turn on the radio for the frost warnings,” said John. 

“Covina, 24°,” said the voice on the radio. 

“I guess we will have to light up tonight, John. Good thing we put lots of oil 
in our underground tank and filled all our pots,” said Jim. 

That night, they took turns watching the thermometer. When it got very cold, 
they lit their torches and went all through the grove firing the heaters. The heaters 
gave off a very dark smoke called “smudge.” The heaters are like small stoves with 
flames shooting out at the top. Sometimes they get red hot. Their purpose is to raise 
the temperature in the grove and help to keep the fruit from freezing. 

When the sun comes up, the heaters can be turned off. Then Jim and John can 
go home and take a bath because the smudge gets them very dirty. 

Mrs. Jones: Smudging makes housecleaning very hard to do. 

Mr. Jones: But if smudging is not done, the fruit and trees may be hurt. 

Mrs. jones: I am glad it is done only in winter. Is smudging done at night? 

Mr. Jones: Yes, late at night or early in the morning. 

Mrs. Jones: It must be a very dirty and messy job. 

Mr. Jones: It is, but the workers are paid $5 each hour for night smudging. Often 
they are paid one dollar more per hour after the first three. 

Mrs. Jones: What do they burn in the smudge pots? 

Mr. Jones: They burn crude oil. The oil is kept in underground tanks. Jt is taken 
to the groves in trucks. 

Mrs. Jones: Do they smudge every night during the winter? 

Mr. Jones: No, only on cold nights. The frost warnings on the radio tell the 
growers what temperatures to expect that night. They light the pots 
when the temperature gets below 26 degrees. But maybe not, if it isn’t 
to be cold long or if the wind comes up. 

Mrs. Jones: What do smudge pots look like? 

Mr, Jones: They are black and look like small stoves. There are holes in the top 
of the stack to let the smoke out. Sometimes they get red hot but aré 
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not supposed to. The regulator lets air in and the air pulls the smoke 
out of the pot. A pot filled with oil will last through one night of 
smudging. Two smudgepots are put under each tree. One is lit but the 


other is used only in case of emergency. 
i/rs. Jones: I know a lot now about smudging, but the house is still dirty. You will 


just have to help me, dear.

EARNING MONEY 
Another practical topic for both the mentally deficient and the slow- 
learner is that of earning money. It is a real problem for each pupil, one he 
is ready to talk about when he is given friendly encouragement. 
Both class stories and individual stories of special training class pupils 
will probably be simpler than the two presented here. 


Development 

A discussion of jobs—the kinds of jobs the pupils were doing or might 
do—was started by the teacher. All the following questions were developed: 

What kind of work can boys and girls do? 

How does one go about getting a job? 

What are some of the things expected of every person who holds a job? 

What does a pupil’s school record have to do with his getting a job? 

Are there any laws about the age of pupils holding jobs, and about the pay? 

Next a list of words commonly used in getting jobs was suggested and 
put on the board. The list included such words as: 


work permit blanks check 
apply boss or manager store or company 
pay or wages clerk record 


Writing the Story 

Individual pupils wrote stories about How to Earn Money, some of which 
were duplicated for class reading. The story that follows, “Being a Stock 
Boy,” shows what can be expected from the best-trained pupils in the 70 to 
75 1.Q. group. 

I wérk as a stock boy in a dime store. When I wanted a job. my uncle told me 
ibout the manager of the dime store. When I first met the manager, I told him such 
things as these: I had done that kind of work. How old I was and what grade I was 
n. Then I showed him my birth certificate. The last thing I had to do was to fill out 
ome blanks that asked: 
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Were you ever fired from a job? 

Did you work for a store like this before? 

How old are you? 

Are your parents living? 

And other questions about your family life. 

The things a stock boy has to do are to keep the clerks’ counters clean, to 
check the things that come in and put them away for the clerks, to keep the store 
room in order. If there is no room under the counters, stock must be stored in the 
storeroom. The stock boy also dusts, sweeps floors, and washes windows. 

The hours I work are from one to six o’clock on week days and from noon to 
nine on Saturdays. This makes thirty-six hours a week. 

The job is steady. The chances to go to a higher rank are not very good. The 
pay is average and stays about the same. I do not get tired of the job because I 
am doing something different every day. The age of the worker does not have much 
to do with the job. Boys from the eighth grade on work as stock boys. 


The following is another story that was written on the topic, “My Job”: 

My sister worked at the office about three years ago. I went down to the office 
to see about the job. They told me I had to have a Social Security card. Then I 
sent to the post office and got a blank and filled it out, and sent it to Washington, 
D. C. Then I went to my school and got a work permit. After I got my Social 
Security card, I went down and got the job. Six months later I quit. Then last 
Christmas I got the job again. 

The thing I have to do is to fold the Weekly Reporters and put them in a box. 
To fold them, you fold a corner over in half and then in a third, and then the other 
corner and tuck that corner in. After I finish the Reporters, I do the Shoppers. 

It takes me about two hours to fold the papers and I get one dollar and seventy- 
five cents. I get thirty cents for every bundle of Reporters and sixty cents for 
every bundle of Shoppers, and five cents for every box.

Writing the Compositions 
It was decided by discussion that a story of hunting a job would cover 
four main ideas or topics and would have four paragraphs. The paragraphs 
would follow the outline which was written on the board: 
The reason I want a job 
The type of job and duties to be performed 
The wages and hours 
What I expect to learn from this job (Such things as following directions and 
working well with other people.) 
The compositions were written in the class period, and all words asked 
or were written on the board as a help to all pupils who might need them. 


Preliminary copies were corrected under the teacher's supervision, and final 
opies were made. Each story was read to the class by the writer. Thus all 
our of the communication skills were practiced. 


! Sampling of Compositions 

1. How to get a job is the hard part. You must look around until you find a 
ob that you think you will like. Think over the wages. Maybe you can get from 
-eventy-five cents to a dollar an hour. If you take a job and do not like it, you 
lust not quit. That is not the thing to do. If you like the job, you should work hard 
'o keep it, because jobs are hard to get. 
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I want a job because I can buy the things I need, such as clothes, shoes, and 
a brand new typewriter. 

The type of job I would like is work in a nursery. In a nursery a person takes 
care of the flowers; plants, waters, weeds, and puts the flowers into pots. 

A person works eight hours a day and gets seventy-five cents an hour. 

In a nursery job one learns when to plant flowers, in what season they will 
grow, what kinds they are, how to water and how to weed them. With a good job a 
person has a lot of opportunities. He has a step to a future. 

2. I want to earn some money for the fall to buy my student body ticket and 
things like that. Also, I want to fix my radio for my room. 

I like office work the best because that is the thing I have had the most ex 
perience in. I think it pays the best wages of any work I have done. 

About the wages, the minimum is sixty-five cents an hour for kids. 

The facts learned from this kind of office work are how to wrap packages in the 
stock room, and deliver or mail them, and things like that. 


Vocabulary Study ’ 

The following words were selected from those giving difficulty for class 
study of spelling and meaning: minimum, maximum, opportunity, restau- 
rant, interesting, standard, manager, employment, agency, customers. 

The words were written on the board. They were pronounced aloud 
and divided into syllables. Then each student wrote the words on paper. 


The pupils discusssed the meaning of each word and wrote an appropriate 
definition on the black board; and then each pupil wrote it on his paper. 
Then each used the word in a sentence. The words were kept to be reviewed 
for future test on spelling and meaning. 


GIVING DIRECTIONS 

The need for giving directions arises frequently in the everyday experi- 
ences of people. “How do you do this or that” is a question all need to answer. 
For this reason, giving directions furnishes good topics for experience lessons. 

Of the two sample lessons quoted, the one on “How to Bake a Cake” was 
dictated by a B-11 girl and was written on the board for the class to copy. 
There was occasion for questions and discussion, Ideally, of course, a cake 
would be baked by the class. 


How to Bake a Cake 


Writing the Story 

First of all you choose the cake you want, like a Wonder Cake. Then you get out 
all the things that you need, like cake flour, baking powder, salt, sugar, vegetable 
shortening, milk, eggs, and vanilla and have all the ingredients at room temperature. 
Put these things on a table along with your bowl, cake pans, measuring spoons, 
sifter, and cups. This is important. Use two nine-inch layer pans. Grease pans, line 
bottoms with waxed paper, and grease again. Start the oven for moderate heat 
(375 F.). 
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The first step is to measure into the sifter 24 cups of once-sifted cake flour, 114 
teaspoons baking powder, 1 teaspoon salt, and 112 cups of sugar. Then measure 
into a bowl %4 cup shortening. Measure into a cup 1 cup of milk and 1 teaspoon 
vanilla. Have ready two eggs, unbeaten. 

The second step is to put the shortening into the mixing bowl, then mix it 
just to soften. One or two stirs is all that is needed. 

The third step is to sift in all dry ingredients and add eggs and %4 cup of the 
liquid. Just break the eggs and add. 

The fourth step is to mix until all flour is dampened, then beat one minute. Add 
remaining liquid, blend, and beat two minutes longer. Allow at least 100 full strokes 
per minute. Scrape bowl and spoon or beater often. 

The fifth step is to turn batter into pans and bake about twenty-five minutes. 
When the cake is done, turn it out on waxed paper until cool. Spread with your 
favorite chocolate frosting. 


How to Wash Woolens 


This experience lesson was used with a girls’ class of slow learners. 


Development 

A brief background discussion on the study of wool to bring out how 
wool is prepared for the making of garments and why it is necessary to take 
special care in washing woolens proved interesting to the students. A vocabu- 


lary list was written on the board, as the words came up in the discussion. 
They were used orally by the pupils and left on the board for reference in 
writing. 

garment scrub original 

washed squeeze length 

woolen gently though 

lukewarm rinse stretch 

wrap — moisture 


Writing the Story 

First of all spread the garment on a piece of paper. Draw around it so that, 
after you have washed the woolen garment, you can stretch it out to the size it was. 

Next, make up a pan full of lukewarm suds and place the garment in it. Do not 
scrub the garment; just dip it into the suds and gently squeeze it out, over and over 
again. 

Turn the garment inside out and do the same thing. Then rinse it the first 
time in lukewarm water and gently squeeze it until the soap is mostly out. 

The third pan is full of lukewarm water also. Rinse the garment in it; then 
turn it right side out and rinse again. Squeeze out all the water that you can. 
Next, wrap it up in a towel so that it may soak up some of the moisture. 

Then place the wet garment on the piece of paper on which you drew the outline 
and stretch it out almost to the original size, allowing for the stretching of the 
zarment because it had been worn. Be sure to make it the original length, though. 

Never hang a woolen garment up to dry. Let it lie flat. © 
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Things to Do

STUDYING MANNERS 


A very practical and interesting series of experience lessons was a two- 
week long activity of slow-learning and mentally retarded pupils of a seventh 
grade social living class. Two groups of twenty-five pupils each ranged iv 
intelligence from 62 to 97 I.Q., and in reading from second- through sixth- 
grade level. Upon the suggestion and vote of the two classes, the lessons were 
entitled “Everyday Manners” and “Better Conduct.” 

First Day Development 

Teacher: “Going to a new school or class is like going to a new city 
or country. You want to be a good citizen and make good new friends. Per- 
haps we can make a list of ways of doing things that will help us to be good 
citizens and good friends. Each of you can tell us what you think, and we 
shall write your suggestions on the board.” 

Writing the Suggestion. Many suggestions—some for hall behavior, some 
for the classroom, some for the cafeteria—were written on the blackboard. 

Things to Do. “Because we need to use the blackboard for other classes, 
we must copy these suggestions so we can go on with the work tomorrow. 
If you will number by three’s, number one’s will find and copy all the sug- 
gestions for behavior in the halls; the two’s, those for classrooms; and the 
three’s, those for the cafeteria. 

“Perhaps we can notice what other pupils and adults do that may give 
us ideas for our rules.” 

Second Day Development 

The teacher announced: “The librarian has collected the books in our 
library that tell about everyday manners and better conduct. We can check 
our list with those in the books to see if we find others we should like to add 


to the list.”

All suggestions made by the pupil were written on the board and cri- 
ticized co-operatively. Each day’s list was copied by the pupils as was done 
the first day. The final list was mimeographed so that copies could be had 
by each pupil. In its original form, the outline contained the parallel lists 
of “Do’s” and “Do Net’s” voted for by the classes. However, these were 
so phrased that frequently a statement had no meaning unless its positive 
or negative counterpart was read also. This did not seem best for this sample 
lesson, so all statements were recast in a positive form. 


In the Cafeteria 
Wash your hands before entering the cafeteria. 
Decide on your food before you reach the counter. 
Choose food wisely. Do not buy desserts only. 
Eat your foed quietly. 
Talk only when there is no food in your mouth. 
Take small bites and chew your food well. 
Fill your soup spoon partly full. 
Chew with your mouth closed. 
Use your knife for cutting food only. 
Use your fork and spoon only for carrying food to your mouth. 
Eat your food without playing with it. 
Keep your arms, elbows, and hands off the table. 
Put uneaten food where it belongs. 
Keep the floor clean. 
Put wrappings, peelings, and paper cups in the proper containers. 
Put milk bottles in proper containers. 
Keep purses and other personal belongings on your lap. 
Keep your feet under your chair. 
Keep your chair solidly on the floor. 
Talk just loudly enough for the people sitting near you to hear. 
Walk; do not run. , 
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Go outside when you have finished eating. 


In the Halls 


Take only one stair at a time. 
Walk down the stairs, instead of sliding down the railings. 


Open doors into halls carefully and slowly. 


Keep to the right when you walk. 
Walk with one other person if you wish, but do not walk three or four abreast. 


Walk, instead of running through the halls. 
Keep moving, instead of collecting in groups. 
Obey hall workers or monitors. 

Be careful not to trip anyone. 

Try not to push or play with anyone. 

Talk politely to the people you meet. 

Talk quietly. 


In the Classroom 
Be courteous to your classmates. 
Be friendly; do not annoy other people. 
Make new pupils feel at home and happy. 
Treat others as you would like to have them treat you. 
Keep the room neat by putting things where they belong. 
Help classmates to correct their mistakes, instead of laughing at them. 


Work quietly. 
Take your seat as soon as you come in. 
Speak so that all your classmates can hear you, but do not shout. 


Wait quietly for your turn when you want your teacher’s help. 

Get permission before you borrow things from anyone. 

Always ask for permission before reading anything on a pupil’s or teacher’s desk. 
Remember that you do not like to have anyone read things over your shoulder. 
Pick up things from the floor even if you did not drop them. 

Wait until no one else is speaking before you talk in class. 

Carry your teacher’s books if you see him going down the hall carrying a load. 
Always address your ieacher by his name, not as “Teacher!” or “Hey!” 


Be a good citizen at all times. 
Have your own pencil, paper, and other supplies so that you will not have to 


borrow. 
Always have your hands clean and your hair combed before you go to class. 


Sit without slumping in your seat. 
Be honest in your work. 


Be on time to classes. 


Listen when someone is talking to the class. 
Remember that you cannot always be called on when you want to be; you will 


have another chance if you are passed by this time. 
Chew gum at home if you wish, but not at school. 


Do your own work. 
Leave your rubber bands at home or in your pockets. 


Protect other people’s property as well as your own. 
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Come into your room quietly and take your seat at once. 


Keep yourself out of trouble. 
Say “Excuse me,” or “Pardon me” when you walk in front of someone. 


When you are reciting, speak distinctly, so that everyone can hear you. 

Accept criticism without being angry; criticism can help you. 

Act grown-up and talk things over with your mother or teacher instead of 
feeling sorry for yourself. 

Help other people to help themselves. 


Learn to depend upon yourself. 
Learn to enjoy co-operating and working with other people. 


Accept responsibilities and do your share of work. 


Have faith in yourself. 
Make the most of your opportunities. 
Under ordinary circumstances, the sub-groupings which are here pre- 


sented might well constitute complete individual projects. 


Note on Value of Experience Lesson 

It must be emphasized that no two experience lessons will be exactly 
alike even though they deal with the same subject. This follows logically 
from the fact that the value of experience lessons depends upon their develop- 
ment by the pupils and teacher in class and not upon conformity to a model. 
Such a sample merely indicates the sort of result which a specific group has 


produced, and, thereby, gives the inexperienced teacher an idea of what can 
be done. No teacher, however, should expect certain specific results and 


then feel disappointed if these are not forthcoming. 


ADDITIONAL LANGUAGE ARTS ACTIVITIES 
1. Filling Out Forms 
a. Post office change of address forms. (Pupil in class moves.) 


b. Application blanks for jobs. 
(Teacher may obtain application forms from local stores, factories, 
hospitals.) In one class pupils applied for work at Douglas Aircraft 
Company and at the Santa Monica Hospital.

2. Writing Telegrams 
Teacher may obtain blanks from telegraph office. 
Pupils practice sending messages first. 
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3. Writing Letters 
a. Pupils write short busines letters requesting information about some 
article advertised in Popular Mechanics Magazine. For boys this activity 
may be related to shop work. For the girls this may be related to home- 
making, cooking, or sewing course. 
. Pupils write friendly letters—thank-you notes, notes of appreciation for 
some school program, notes of invitation to other classes, etc. 
. Learning New Words in Order to Pass Required Driving Test 
Drill on reading traffic signals. Drill on words used most frequently in 
Motor Vehicle Code. Study of Code. Pupil writes stories including some 
of the rules of safe driving. When sufficiently familiar with the Code, a 
practice test may be obtained from an Auto Club and test taken by pupil. 
5. Games Which Require Reading 
Pin up pictures in front of room. (These may be cut from old magazines.) 
Number each picture. Put list of possible titles for pictures on board. You 
might have three titles for every picture. Titles may be lettered. Match 


titles and pictures. 
SAMPLE BOOK READING LESSON 


Slow-learning pupils will, of course, do much learning through the aid 
of well-selected books. However, each book lesson must be planned by the 
teacher for specific learning objectives and must follow specific laws of in- 
struction. Following is a sample lesson used with B-10 class of slow-learners

Objectives 
To have increased understanding of and sympathy with the problems of 


fellow beings. 

To increase ability to comprehend main idea and supporting details

Materials of Instruction 
Text: Wings for Reading, Carol Hovious and Elga Shearer, ‘Guide Dogs at

Mounted pictures of Seeing-Eye dogs 


Braille books 
Development of Lesson 
Teacher and class discuss Seeing-Eye dogs. “Look at illustrations in the 
story. How many have seen such dogs? What have you noticed about them? 
Perhaps some pupil can tell of one he has seen. What breed of dog is the 
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seeing Eye? How do they know where to take their masters? Where may 
hese dogs be obtained?” (In other words, teacher finds out everything possible 
hat the class may know about the subject defore the lesson is read.) 

Teacher then tells of a blind couple of her acquaintance and their beauti- 
ul Seeing-Eye dog. She enumerates several dramatic experiences of the couple 
ind then tells of some of their activities, such as, basket weaving, building 
‘urniture, giving music lessons, tutoring, and playing cards. This information 
brings forth questions from the class—as to “how.” The subject of Braille 
books is then mentioned. (Obviously, the possibilities of this subject are many 
ind provide a lead to other lessons.) Where may these books be obtained? 
At what cost? The teacher may assign or call for volunteer students to find 
inswers to these questions and report to the class. 

The teacher then tells the class that many of their questions will be 
answered in the story they are to read. She asks the class to look for certain 
specific points, such as “What does the master do if he is lost?” “What does 


the dog do when a cat crosses her path?” 


Reading of Story 
The story is then read silently by the class. After the story has been read, 


teacher asks questions such as “Did the Seeing Eye dog in the story read the 


‘Stop and Go’ signs?” “How did she know when to lead her master into the 
street?” “When does a Seeing Eye dog have to disobey her master?” “These 
may be placed on the board and answered as written work or answered 


orally. 


Vocabulary 
Teacher places on board such words as: shepherd dog, manhole, and 


disobey. With the aid of the Workshop at the end of text, pupils may see 
how words are formed. 
PROVIDING FOR INDIVIDUAL OR FOR GROUP INSTRUCTION 

To meet the needs of pupils in slow-learning classes, it is necessary to 
sroup them for instruction in reading usually into three or more groups. 
It is sometimes necessary to provide individual instruction for some pupils 
in the class. Pupils may be grouped according to the difficulty of the read- 
ng materials used, or on the basis of their need to develop essential reading 
kills and habits. For example, one group of pupils may be working on devel- 
‘ping word of recognition through the kinesthetic method; another group may 
’¢ emphasizing the comprehension of simple facts. Reading groups should 
i¢ changed to meet the pupil’s needs. Pupils should be transferred to groups 
ising more difficult materials whenever they have attained that level of 
chievement. Emphasis in skills should be varied according to pupils’ needs. 
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Instruction for the various groups and individuals must be carefully 
planned so that each individual is engaged in a worth-while reading activity.

BOOKS FOR THE SLOW LEARNER 
A wide variety of books should be provided for the slow-learner, but 
instruction in reading should not be confined to the extensive use of com- 
mercially prepared materials. The teacher should also use “experience lessons” 
as outlined in Section II of this publication. The Committee believes that a 
liberal use of these lessons for those pupils whose reading achievement is far 
below their capacity will result in more rapid growth than would the ex- 
clusive use of books. 

When slow-learners have overcome their reluctance or their extreme sense 
of inability to learn to read, many books must be supplied for their use. The 
selection must contain many easy books and those that appeal to all possible 
individual interests of the pupils. 

The Committee, in a former bulletin’, set up three criteria on which to 

base their recommendation of books for poor readers. 

1. Their content must be more advanced than their vocabulary and 
sentence structure. 

2. They must have been used successfully with retarded and reluctant 
readers. a. 

3. They must be of acceptable literary quality. 

The books presented on the following pages fall within these limits. It is

hoped that the suggestions given will be helpful to teachers who are concerned 
with the problem of finding adequate reading materials for slow-learners. 

Some reading texts will be necessary. Those easy enough for deficient 
readers will be found only in the elementary field. Among those texts not 
labeled for particular grades and interesting to high-school pupils are the 
Alice and Jerry Books of the READING FOUNDATION sERIES, published by Row, 
Peterson and Company. Four titles in this series are: The New If I Were 
Going (Third Grade), Singing Wheels (Fourth Grade), Engine Whistles 
(Fifth Grade), and Runaway Home (Sixth Grade). 

An adequate supply of similar readers will enable pupils to select those 
to which they have not been exposed in the elementary school. Next in 
importance because of proven interest are the recent adaptations of adult books 
and the nature study and science easy texts. 

In addition to the elementary science readers by such expert writers as 
Beauchamp, Craig, and Frasier is an invaluable Basic sclENCE EDUCATION series 
by Glenn O. Blough and Bertha Parker, published in New York by Row, Peter- 
son and Company. The series consists of eighty-four, thirty-six page pamphlets 
lavishly illustrated with colored photographs, paintings, drawings, and dia- 
grams. The books are written in three sections: primary, intermediate, and 
junior high school and cover a wide range of subject matter—one topic for 
each book. 

In the field of the social studies, the books in the AMERICAN ADVENTURE 
series, published in Chicago by The Wheeler Publishing Company, are of high 
interest to slow-learners. The following titles are available: Buffalo Bill, Chief 
Black Hawk, Davy Crockett, Fur Trappers of the Old West, John Paul Jones, 
Kit Carson, and Rush for Gold.

Diagnosis and Treatment of Reading 
Difficulties 


HE Committee on Developmental Reading, in its study of the reading 

problem of slow-learners and of the mentally deficient, has kept in mind 
the fact that “Reading is a complex operation, and reading disability is a 
complex condition involving the interaction of multitudinous phases of physi- 
cal and mental growth. In every case, causation should be sought not in single 
factors but in complex patterns whose interrelated elements, in proper balance, 
are essential to maximum efficiency.” It has remembered, too, the fact that 
endeavor to teach must go on while the endeavor to determine the causes is in 
process, 

The guide in this section suggests the causes of reading disability and 
ways of overcoming them.

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BOYS AND GIRLS WEEK.—In past years the annual observance of Boys and Girls 
Week has been under the sponsorship of the Boys and Girls Week Advisory Commit- 
tee for the United States. This year Rotary International is now preparing Boys and 
Girls Week program material for distribution. Rotary clubs are encouraged to con- 
tinue the promotion of this activity in co-operation with other community groups. 

Complete information may be secured from the local Rotary club. April 28 to May 
5, 1951, has been set aside as National Boys and Girls Week. The theme is “Looking 
Forward with Youth.” The purpose of the week is to draw public attention to the 
potentialities and problems of youth, emphasizing home, church, and school in the 
development of boys and girls; to give impetus to year-round programs, character- 
building and citizenship; and to acquaint the public with the youth programs of the 
community which are serving these purposes. 
GEOGRAPHIC DISTRIBUTION OF COLLEGE STUDENTS.—The U. S. Office of 
Education, Washington, D. C., has recently released a 4-page pamphlet reporting a 
study of the residence and migration of college students during the school year 1949- 
50. Among interesting statistics shown is one fact that 80 per cent of all college stu- 
dents attend institutions located in their own states, while 20 per cent migrate to 
out-of-state institutions. The percentage of students who migrate to other states to 
attend college ranges from 55.8 per cent in New Jersey to 7.2 per cent in California. 
Students who were residents of California, Texas, and Utah tended to migrate 
out of state the least, while those from New Jersey, Nevada, Connecticut, and 
Delaware tended to migrate the most. New York. California, Texas, Illinois, Ohio, 
and Pennsylvania enroll, in descending order, the largest number of students, while 
Nevada, Delaware, Wyoming, Vermont, and New Hampshire, in increasing order, 
enroll the smallest number of students. 
A NEW APPROACH TO REPORT CARDS.—In the Durham, North Carolina, 
schools, when report-card time comes around, students have an opportunity to dis- 
cuss their grades with each teacher. They are given blank report cards at the be- 
ginning of the day to take with them to all classes. Student-directed activities are 
organized so that the teacher is free for individual conferences with students. A 
conference corner is set up to provide for privacy. The teacher enters the student’s 
grade on his card, discusses it with him, and adds, on the back of the card, any 
comments that would be helpful to his parents. Each marking period, the student 
is given a new card—a “clean slate.” 

Superintendent W. M. Jenkins reports that students feel this method gives 
them an opportunity to participate in the evaluation process and to get a better 
idea of how they are graded.—Guidance Newsletter, Science Research Associates. 


EXPANDING SERVICES OF THE SAVE THE CHILDREN FEDERATION.—The 
Save the Children Federation, a nonprofit, nonsectarian organization established in 
1932, is expanding its services to underprivileged children at home and abroad. It 
has pledged 100,000 pounds of warm clothing for the children of Korea and their 
families. This material when collected and processed will be shipped by the U. S. 
Government and distributed by the United Nations Unified Command. The Federation 
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has also developed a series of sponsorships which offer. organizations, schools, 

classes, and clubs an opportunity to give direct aid to needy children in under- 

privileged areas in this country and in foreign lands. Examples of these sponsor- 
ships are: 

1. A School Sponsorship of $72 a year helps to provide a backward rural school 
in the United States with such items as school lunches, desks, recreational 
equipment, story books, drinking fountains, pencils and paper, record machines, 
records, and many other aids for school and child development. 

2. A Child Sponsorship of $60 a year provides an underprivileged child in the 
United States an outfit of clothing, a pair of shoes, and a cash allowance to 
provide such items as lunches, school supplies, eye-glasses, and other health 
services, 

3. A European School Sponsorship of $150 a year provides 180 Ibs. of warm, 
cleaned, wearable children’s clothing; 30 pairs of good used shoes, graded 
according to sexes and ages of children in the school; school supplies—paper, 
pencils, composition books, and a gift for the teacher. 

4. A European Child Sponsorship of $96 a year provides a complete outfit of warm 
clothing including a sturdy pair of shoes and a woolen coat; and bi-monthly 
packages of food, blankets, cotton or woolen yard goods, knitting wool, and 
sometimes cash, depending on the need. 

5. American Indian Sponsorships are available similar to those described in items 
1 and 2 above. 

6. A Baby Sponsorship of $48 a year brings to babies of rural sections of this coun- 
try and in war-depleted countries abroad, at birth, a complete layette. 

7. Layettes---A complete layette can be provided for $10 and delivered to a needy 
baby in rural America, the Indian Reservation, or Austria, France, Germany, 


Greece, or Italy. 


8. Clothing for Family 
These sponsorships serve as excellent service projects for schools, classcs, or 


clubs desiring practical experience in philanthropic activities and international co- 

operation. They are especially well fitted for graduating classes which have extra 

funds for’ distribution at commencement time. Further information regarding these 

sponsorships may be received by writing the Save the Children Federation, 80 
Eighth Avenue, New York 11, New York. 

HOW ENERGETIC IS THE PUBLIC IN SUPPORT OF ITS SCHOOL.—Last De- 

cember the Board of Education in Passaic presented to the voters of the city a 

referendum to consider a high-school construction program. The fact that the pro- 

gram was defeated was not so alarming, but the fact that, out of 28,064 registered 

voters, only 7636 voted. This apathy on the part of citizens of the U.S.A. toward 

the problems of education approaches an alarming stage. All citizens should be 

interested in the education of our youth—the bulwark of our Democracy.

CHIEF STATE SCHOOL OFFICERS URGE HIGH PRIORITY FOR SCHOOL MA. 
TERIAL.—Among the resolutions adopted at the annual’ meeting of the National 
Council of Chief State School Officers in Washington, D. C., are: that Congress im- 
mediately pass a general Federal aid bill in support of state efforts to meet the over- 
whelming education task now faced by the public elementary and secondary schools; 
that the large number of emergency teaching certificates be withdrawn at the earliest 
possible date; that allotments of materials for school use be given high priority after 
military needs are met; that careful consideration be given to the development of a 
manpower policy which will insure the continued strength of the educational system. 
APPRENTICESHIP.—What apprenticeship is, the trades and industries in which 
there are the greatest opportunities for young men who qualify for this all-round 
training are explained in a four-page review, reprinted from Occupational Trends, 
copies of which may be obtained free of charge from the U. S. Labor Department’s 
Bureau of Apprenticeship, Washington 25, D. C. Also explained are the qualifications 
necessary to be accepted as an apprentice and where to apply; the difference between 
apprentice training for all-round work in a skilled trade and training for jobs re- 
quiring only limited skill; and the importance of apprenticeship in the development 
of skilled manpower in defense production plants. 

LAST CHANCE FOR VETERANS.—Veterans not in training before July 25, 1951, 
will not be eligible for educational benefits under the G. I. Bill of Rights. To qualify, 
those who have not already made application for educational benefits should do so 
at once and register during the spring semester. “A veteran, otherwise eligible, must 
have commenced and actually be pursuing his course of education or training on 
July 25, 1951 . . . except where his attendance is interrupted because of the normal 
interruptions for summer vacations, or other reasons beyond the control of the vet- 
eran.” The above is taken from paragraph 10035, Veterans’ Administration regula- 
tions, dated April 1, 1950, and covers those who have already entered training, as 
well as those who have not. If a veteran in training in the fall semester is not in 
training in the spring, or if he enters training in the spring and discontinues training 
during the semester, he is ineligible for further benefits, according to this regulation. 
PORTER SARGENT HANDBOOK.—The new edition of the famous book on private 
schools, known as the Porter Sargent Handbook, will soon be off the press. Copies 
may be secured from Porter Sargent, 11 Beacon Street, Boston, Massachusetts, at 
$8.00 per copy.

UNESCO PLANS $20,000,000 EDUCATION PROGRAM.—Plans for the creation of 
a network of fundamental education centers, to cost $20,000,000 over a period of 12 
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years, have been approved by the Executive Board of the United Nations Educational, 
Scientific, and Cultural Organization — according to an announcement made by the 
U. S. National Commission for UNESCO. The plan, which would be financed by 
private and government funds outside UNESCO's regular budget, will be submitted to 
the Organization’s General Conference for final approval next summer. 

The plan is part of a worldwide drive against illiteracy and low living standards. 
It calls for the establishment of a network of six regional centers in five of the areas 
of the world where UNESCO’s member states are seeking help in their efforts to 
eradicate illiteracy. These centers would be established in Equatorial Africa, Latin 
America, the Far East, India, and the Middle East. For the benefit of the countries of 
each region, they would carry out: (1) research to determine the real needs of the 
area and experimentation into new methods and media of fundamental education suited 
to these needs; (2) training in each center of 100 specialists, teachers, and field 
workers for a year, or a total of 5,400 specialists in the six centers by the end of 12 
years; (3) production of locally adapted teaching materials, including literacy texts, 
reading matter, guides to teachers and field workers, filmstrips and films, and radio 
recordings; and (4) mobile missions of experts to go into the field to help local 
governments to apply techniques involved, and the materials produced, to their literary 
campaigns. The centers have been conceived not merely as training schools or pro- 
duction units but as nuclei of experimentation. A large proportion of the 5,400 special- 
ists trained in fundamental education methods at the end of 12 years would return to 
their countries in teams to establish national or local training centers. . 
ADULT EDUCATORS TO ORGANIZE NEW NATIONAL ASSOCIATION.—A new 
national association for professional and nonprofessional workers in the field of 
adult education will be founded at a conference of adult educators meeting in 
Columbus, Ohio, May 9-11. The new association is expected to bring together the 
memberships of the two existing adult education .organizations and many adult 
educators not affiliated with either organization. In outlining the program of the 
new association, Leland P. Bradford, Executive Secretary of the Department of Adult 
Education of the National Education Association, and Herbert C. Hunsaker, of Cleve- 
land, Acting Director, American Association for Adult Education and Dean of Cleve- 
land College, Western Reserve University, state that plans call for the rapid develop- 
* ment of consultation and field services, advanced in-service education and a profes- 
sional publications program. The organization’s activities’ will be geared to the 
changing needs of the social scene and the emerging professional needs of its mem- 
bership. Plans for the development of a single adult education association were begun 
more than a year ago and were approved at the 1950 membership meetings of the 
AAAE and the NEA Department of Adult Education. The first national conference 
of the new association is scheduled to be held in Los Angeles, October 22-25, accor- 
ding to the announcement. 
HOMEMAKERS CLUBS.—North Carolina girls enrolled in homemaking courses have 
formed two state associations — one for white students and one for Negroes — to 
promote and enhance the state high-school homemaking program. In 1949-50, these 
two organizations, the Future Homemakers of America (white) and the New Home- 
makers of America (Negro), included 472 chapters (372 FHA; 111 NHA) with a 
total membership of 17,299 girls, 14,266 white and 3,033 Negro. Although stated in 
different language, the objectives of the two organizations are identical: the develop- 
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ment of social qualities, the provision of wholesome recreation, and the promotion 
of better home life among club members. — North Carolina Public School Bulletin. 
PAN AMERICAN MATERIALS. — The Pan American Union, Washington 6, D. C., 
announces it has for free distribution a resource unit on Mexico and a small poster 
on Brazil, with two pictures and two pages of text. The Mexico unit is useful on 
both elementary and secondary levels, but the Brazil poster is not adapted to use 
below the fifth grade. Teachers requesting these publications are asked to state the 
name of their school and their grade or subject. Material for Pan American Day, 
April 14, will be ready by March 1. 

EDUCATORS SEEK TV CHANNELS FROM FEDERAL COMMUNICATIONS 
COMMISSION. — Educators entered the second round of their battle in January to 
secure television channels for educational use. They presented a survey to the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission showing what the educators consider a satisfactory 
allocation of channels from the educational institutions in a typical metropolitan area 
or education center. 

To carry on the fight for a recognition of the rights of education, a Joint Com- 
mittee on Education Television was created by seven national education organizations 
as follows: the National Education Association, American Council. on Education, the 
Association of Land Grant Colleges and Universities, the National Association of 
State Universities, the National Council of Chief State School Officers, the Associ- 
ation for Education by Radio, and the National Association of Educational Broad- 
casters. Much additional support for the project was obtained from the U. S. Office 
of Education and the University of Chicago. 

Educators are asking for a set-aside in both bands in which television is techni- 
cally practicable — the very high frequency band in which television is now oper- 
ating, and in the ultra-high frequency band considered by electronics engineers practi- 
cal for broadcasting purposes after research and experiment. Approximately 500 
channels are now available in the very high frequency band of the spectrum. Of 
these, 107 are now allocated, and there are numerous competing applicants for the 
remaining slots, A total of 62 witnesses from public schools, colleges, universities, 
and other educational organizations and institutions had testified when the FCC on 
December 8 declared a recess. 

STUDY OF EMPLOYMENT POLICIES AND PRACTICES. — The policies and 
practices followed by both management and labor unions in the employment of Ne- 
groes in the South will be the subject of a new study sponsored by the Committe 
of the South of the National Planning Association. The investigation, based on case 
studies in selected southern cities and representative industries in the South, is ex- 
pected to throw light on long-range efforts to secure more effective use of man- 
power. The report on procedures used by Southern industries in the employment of 
Negroes will be the first of its kind. It is made possible by a $30,000 grant by the 
Carnegie Corporation of New York to the NPA Committee of the South. The Com- 
mittee is composed of fifty-six leaders in the South’s agriculture, business, education, 
finance, government, industry, labor, press, and radio. The study will be supervised 
by Calvin B. Hoover, Director of Research of the Committee of the South and Chair- 
man of the Department of Economics of Duke University at Durham, North Carolina. 
PART-TIME WORK PROGRAM IN NEW YORK SCHOOLS. — More than 2,100 
students were enrolled in the part-time work program of the New York City public 
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schools, which won orchids from school officials for its “holding power.” More than 
96 per cent of these worker-students completed the full school terms and received their 
diplomas. At a time when the problem of “drop-outs” is one of the major concerns of 
every high-school principal in the country, this record drew applause from Dr. Wil- 
liam Jansen, New York City Public School Superintendent. 

“A holding power of 96.6 per cent of the boys and girls involved is not only aston- 
ishing in itself, but it also points to co-operative education as one answer to demon- 
strated effectiveness for boys and girls who ordinarily would abandon their high- 
school course for full-time employment,” said Doctor Jansen. Commenting on the 
high earnings for the year, Doctor Jansen said: “However helpful and gratifying they 
may be, the earnings our children take home are the least important benefit they 
derive from the co-operative program. The real values are to be found in the merging 
of general education in the schools with realistic vocational training on the job, and 
in the sustained interest in the entire high-school course and the determination to com- 
plete it, which co-operative education clearly inspires in its students.”—Boston Guid- 
ance News. 

AN INSTITUTE ON WORLD AFFAIRS.—The American University of Washington, 
D. C., with the co-operation of Civic Education Service of Washington, D. C., an- 
nounces the 7th Annual Session of the Institute on the Position of the United States 
in World Affairs with a visit to U..N. Headquarters at Lake Success plus field trips 
and visits to points of historic interest. The session will be for six weeks, from June 
18 to July 27, 1951. Students who fulfill the academic requirements of The American 
University may enroll for graduate credit. In order to be admitted, they must submit 
complete transcripts of their undergraduate work. Credits earned in this Institute may 
be applied toward Master’s and Doctor’s degrees. Six credits can be earned in six 
weeks.

IMPROVEMENT OF LIVING THROUGH THE SCHOOLS.—The Alfred P. Sloan 
Foundation, Inc., of New York has made a grant to the newly-formed nonprofit cor- 
poration, Applied Economics, Inc., for the publication of Schools and Better Living, 
a service publication for teachers. Schools and Better Living is the continuation of. 
‘Applied Economics for Better Living” which for the past four years has been distrib- 
uted free to educators under the sponsorship of the American Association of Colleges 
for Teacher Education, as a part of the Project in Applied Economics. Schools and 
Better Living is designed as an aid to teachers who believe the school should find 
ways to relate its teaching to actual, existing community needs. The articles will be 
written by teachers for teachers and will describe in specific terms successful projects 
leading to the improvement of living through the schools. In other words, the articles 
will be concrete examples rather than abstract theory. In this way a teacher in Tli-

NEW SAFETY FILMS.—The Periodic Checkup, produced by the U. S. Office of Ed- 
ucation, is available on loan to schools from the American Automobile Association, 
Pennsylvania Ave. and 17th St., Washington 6, D. C. It is a 16-mm. sound film, com- 
posed of 2 reels (black and white), and takes 18 minutes to show. It may be rented 
from the University of Kansas, Lawrence, Kansas, and Kunz Motion Picture Service, 
1319 Vine St., Philadelphia 7, Pa., and may be purchased for $30.01 from Kunz Motion 
Picture Service, 1319 Vine St., Philadelphia 7, Pa., and Castle Films, 1445 Park Ave., 
New York 22, New York. The film points out the perfection of operation of a new car 
and the gradual deterioration which takes place as the car grows older. It breaks the 
checkup down into the following general categories: Engine Tune-Up, Checking and 
Adjusting Brakes, Steering System, Chassis and Body. It shows the mechanic going 
over each of these categories step-by-step and covering the following points: Engine 
Tune-Up, Checking and Adjusting Brakes, Steering System, and Chassis and Body. 
Around the Corner is another film produced by Jam Handy Organization (1 reel, black 
and white, 10 min., 16 mm., sound). It may be secured from the American Automobile 
Association. The film gives an explanation of the differential and how it works. It 
opens with scenes of trick motorcycle riding, graphically demonstrating the fact that 
the wider the circle to be covered, the faster the outer wheels must turn to keep up with 
the inside wheels. It points out that early automobiles were built so that the rear wheels 
turned separately and shows why this method was discarded. When both wheels were 
connected to the engine, it became necessary to develop the differential to drive the 
rear wheels at different speeds. The principle behind the operation of the differential 
is shown as the mechanism is built up piece by piece in the film until we see the com- 
pleted differential in actual operation. Some animation is used to explain the mechan- 
ical operation. The film is useful for driver training classes to explain how the differ- 
ential works. The AAA also has Accident Behavior, (2 reels, black and white, 20 min., 
16 mm., sound), another safety film available on loan. It may be purchased for $50 
from Progressive Pictures, 6351 Thornhill Dr., Oakland 11, Calif. One out of every four 
persons will be involved in an automobile accident in the coming four years. One 
out of every two children born today will be in an accident before they reach their 
life span. With these arresting statistics as a background, Accident Behavior proceeds 
to show the correct practices to follow in case of accidents. The film would be 
extremely valuable for any adult group of drivers and can also be used in high-school 
driver training classes. 

SCHOOL CENTENNIALS OFFER EXCELLENT PROMOTION.—The 100th, 175th, 
or whatever anniversary of your school system which may be coming up affords a 
major public relations opportunity and should be planned far ahead for maximum ben- 
efits. Excellent tie-ins include a special edition of the local newspaper. A four-section 
special centennial edition of the Council Grove, Kansas, Republican heralded the 100th 
anniversary of the school system there.—Trends. 
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A STATE COUNCIL OF TEACHERS OF ENGLISH.—The New York State English 
Council recently released the first issue of its publication News-Letter. It is an 8-page 
mimeographed pamphlet and covers significant areas of the teaching of English. The 
Council publishing this magazine is a growing organization of more than 1,000 mem- 
bers. The objectives of the Council are: (1) To develop an understanding of the prob- 
lems that confront the English teachers of New York State at all levels: elementary, 
secondary, collegiate; (2) To provide unity of action in the solution of our common 
problems; (3) To promote discussion and study on a local, regional, and state-wide 
basis, with the intention of increasing the understanding of the best practices in Eng- 
lish teaching; and (4) To strengthen the English program in New York State so that 
the needs of our students may be met most effectively. The Council will hold its 
second annual conference on May 4-5, 1951, at the Hotel Syracuse, Syracuse, New 
York. The guest speaker will be Professor Dora V. Smith, Director of the Commis- 
sion on the English Curriculum of the National Council of Teachers of English. 
STUDENTS SEE CLASSIC IN MOVIE.—Cyrnao de Bergerac, Stanley Kramer’s film 
version for United Artists of the Rostand classic, has become the third film in movie 
history to win a Board of Education endorsement which carried with it special permis- 
sion for students to be excused from classes to attend weekday performances. The en- 
dorsement was made by Dr. David H. Moskowitz, Assistant Superintendent of High 
Schools of New York City. Only two other films, adaptations of Shakespeare’s “Hen- 
ry V” and “Hamlet,” have been accorded similar recognition by New York City edu- 
cational authorities. Simultaneous with Dr. Moskowitz’s announcement, the Stanley 
Kramer organization and the Bijou Theater, in response to numerous requests from 
teachers and students in the Greater New York area, made available to them special 
school discount rates of 20 per cent for 2:30 matinees, Monday through Friday. 
GUIDES TO GOOD SUPERVISION.—The following statements have been accepted 
by the N. C. State home economics supervisory staff as some basic assumptions in 
effective supervision: 

1. Supervision should help teachers evaluate their own program and plan for 

direction. 

2. The supervisor is a co-worker in the joint effort for the improvement of in- 

struction. , 

3. Supervision is a democratic procedure in which the teacher and the supervisor 

work together on problems with which the teacher is concerned. 

4. Supervision should help to interpret the homemaking program to admin- 

istrators and others, 

5. A supervisor has a responsibility for understanding each teaching situation 

with which she is working. 

6. The supervisor’s responsibility is to work co-operatively with the teacher, the 

school, and the community on the solution of problems which make a contribu- 

tion to better family living. 

7. Effective supervision gives recognition to accomplishments of the teacher and 

contributes to her sense of security and satisfaction. 

8. All supervision should be directed toward the continuous growth and develop- 

ment of the individual (pupil and teacher). 

9. A supervisor has a responsibility for her own continuous growth and develop:

10. In an effective program of supervision, both the teacher and the administra- 

tors understand the types of services the supervisor is prepared to give. 
FROM A DIRECTOR OF A LIBRARY SCHOOL REPORT.—We find that there is 
too little information provided by guidance counselors in high schools and in colleges 
as well as in the publications from state education departments to give an adequate 
and convincing picture of the many fine openings for qualified young people in libra- 
rianship . . . The profession still suffers from the old conception of library service 
gained through narrow acquaintance with poorly supported libraries managed by 
untrained personnel. Although the personnel standards have been raised and certifi- 
cation requirements put into effect both in school and public libraries, there are not 
enough qualified people to fill the positions with the resultant outmoded services per- 
sisting in scattered areas throughout the state. Recruiting of promising young people 
is thus rendered more difficult because of the few opportunities for them to realize 
the potentialities of the profession—IJnformation Bulletin, The Library of Congress, 
Vol. 10, No. 1. ; 
ART AND THE SCHOOL ADMINISTRATOR.—Art education to the school admin- 
istrator is one of the many facts in the learning experiences of the child. The ad- 
ministrator gives leadership to curriculum development that is well-rounded and mean- 
ingful. He does not consider art as subject matter but as one of the several learnings 
which contribute to the growth and development of the child. As the school admin- 
istrator sees it, art education must justify itself in terms of its broad educational value. 
It is at this point that art educators may find themselves on the defensive unless they 
can see art as experience rather than the mastery of skills and subject matter. 
OUR SCHOOLS.—If the last war taught us anything, it is that our public schools are 
the greatest single stabilizing force in American life. They are of vital importance 
not only to the pupils but also to their families and the whole community. Wherever 
during the last war the school systems were weak, social turmoil prevailed. Wherever 
there was a semblance of orderliness in the social structure, it was due chiefly to the 
fact that the public school administrators made their buildings the focus of a com- 
munity-wide program for health, education, recreation, and nursery schools, by co- 
ordinating the efforts of all the local voluntary and public agencies. They were open 
from six in the morning, when the working mothers going to the day-shift left their 
children, until ten in the evening, when the parents returned from the second shift. 
Such schools played an important part not only in furthering the war production 
program but also in preserving moral standards, family life, and cultural continuity.— 
Citizens and Their Schools, January, 1951. 
U. S. COMMISSIONER McGRATH URGES FEDERAL AID FOR SCHOOL CON- 
STRUCTION.—“This nation faces an unprecedented situation today which demands 
total marshalling of all military and non-military resources for full strength,” Earl 
James McGrath, U. S. Commissioner of Education, warned at a recent national con- 
ference in Washington on Federal Aid to Education, called by the National Education 
Association. “There must be no moratorium on basic essentials,” the commissioner 
said “Military strength is one essential; but it is only one. In terms of the final 
values we wish to defend and promote, it would make little difference whether democ- 
racy were destroyed by conquest, by infiltration, or by losing its own character. An 
effective national policy for the long pull will be one which assures necessary military 
strength and at the same time assures the continuance of the basic necessities of non- 
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military services such as education, health, research, social services, and the produc- 


tion of essential civilian goods.” 

FORGOTTEN CHILDREN ?—A total of 3,158,000 children between the ages of 5 and 
17 are not in school. One out of every five youths of high-school age is not in the 
classroom. Children in rural areas are more likely to miss out on schooling than oth- 
ers, but the largest toll is among the children of migratory workers. Nearly half of 
the 5-year-old population is not in school since school attendance is not required and 
kindergartens are frequently not available. 

EXAMINATION DATES FOR 1951-52.—Examination dates for the College Entrance 
Examinations were chosen on the basis of a poll of college and secondary-school admin- 
istrators and teachers throughout the country. There was surprising agreement 
among colleges and schools, teachers and administrators. The dates chosen are: March 
10, 1951; May 19, 1951; August 15, 1951; December 1, 1951; January 12, 1952; 
March 15, 1952; May 17, 1952; and August 13, 1952. 

YOUTH FORUM ON THE AIR.—Students from Phoenix Union High Schools and 
Phoenix College are co-operating with KRUX, a local radio station, in the production 
of a weekly Youth Forum. Some excellent programs have been held, and the station 
reports a very favorable response. This program is broadcast each Wednesday at 
7:00 P.M. 

DROPOUTS.—Some alarming figures concerning high-school dropouts are forthcom- 
ing from New York State. New York Education Department figures show that an 
average of only 50 per cent of the high-school students finish their courses. The hold- 
ing power of the schools varies from 90 per cent in some communities to 30 per cent 
in others. The New York Board of Regents has been instructed to look into the situa- 
tion.—School Management, October, 1950. 

TRAINING IN GROUP DEVELOPMENT.—The fifth summer session of the National 
Training Laboratory in Group Development will be held this summer at Gould Acad- 
emy, Bethel, Maine. Two sessions will be held; the first from June 17-July 6, 1951, 
and the second, July 15-August 3, 1951. About 80 applicants will be accepted for each 
of the two sessions. Persons involved in problems of working with groups in a train- 
ing, consultant, or leadership capacity are eligible to apply. Criteria for selection will 
include occupation and geographic area, and potential usefulnes of the training to the 
trainee. Agencies, institutions, organizations, and school systems are encouraged to 
send teams of two to four members to the Laboratory to insure maximum results from 
the training. Team members should be selected in terms of their strategic positions 
for offering leadership. Priority will be given to the acceptance of teams. The con- 
ference fee is $150. Board and room will be available at an average cost of $40 a 
week. Applications must be received before March 1, 1951. For complete information 
write to the National Training Laboratory in Group Development, 1201 16th St., N. W., 
Washington 6, D. C. 

The pressing need for training and research in this area of human relations led 
to the exploratory establishment of the First National Training Laboratory in Group 
Development during the summer of 1947. In succeeding summers the success of the 
Laboratory in producing research and in developing training methods and training 
skills applicable to a wide range of settings and problems has led to a demand for an 
expansion of activities. Therefore, in the summer of 1951 two sessions will be held 
instead of the usual one. The ‘experience of the past four laboratories has indicated 
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that this type of activity provides the ideal setting in which social scientists, action 
specialists, and trainers may work together on methods of more effective collaboration 
and on the basic skills of group growth. The Laboratory provides consultant and 
training services throughout the year to past Laboratory participants who desire them, 
and to selected outside organizations. There is one full-time consultant on the head- 
quarters staff at the National Education Association in Washington for this purpose. 
Summer staff members extend this service by special arrangement. As the demands 
on these services exceed the staff time available, each project is carefully explored 
before being undertaken. This consultation function is primarily on a self-sustaining 













basis. 
“STAY IN SCHOOL.”—The problem of preventing students from dropping out of 


school prematurely is perennial, and educators continually are in search of devices 
and means to help reduce the number of dropouts to the minimum. In seeking high- 
quality recruits and training them for its many technical jobs, the United States Navy 
long has recognized the values of civilian education and has urged young people to 
stay in school as long as they can. In support of this policy, the Navy has produced 
this movie in consultation with the National Education Association, the U. S. Office 
of Education, and the U. S. Department of Labor. It is a new segment of the Navy’s 
stay-in-school program. The film is not a cure-all; nor does it attempt to- cover all 
phases of the problem. It is designed to encourage students to recognize their place 
in society and to utilize the resources of their own schools to help them meet their 
own problems. This film, entitled Stay in School, is available to the secondary schools 
of the country through the U. S. Navy Recruiting Service. Therefore, school admin- 
istrators, teachers, and counselors who would like to have it shown in their schools are 
invited to get in touch with their nearest Navy Recruiting Station to make arrange- 
ments for its presentation. 

FILMSTRIP FOR DISCUSSION LEADERS.—Michigan Secondary-School Associa- 
tion has recently released a new filmstrip entitled Michigan’s Curriculum Planning 
Conference. This filmstrip was photographed at the August Working Conference of 
the Michigan Secondary-School Association at the Conservation Training School on 
Higgins Lake during the summers of 1949 and 1950. It is representative, however, of 
the techniques, activities, and purposes of the three August Conferences conducted 
annually by the Association. In 1940 the high schools belonging to the Michigan 
Secondary Curriculum Study held the first of these August conferences at Westmin- 
ster Camp near Saugatuck. The conference lasted six days and established the 
pattern for subsequent August conferences. It brought together teachers and admin- 
istrators from the participating schools together with college representatives and con- 
sultants from the Michigan Secondary Study. In August, 1941, the conference was 
repeated at Cranbrook School in Bloomfield Hills, and in 1942 at the Conservation 
Training School on Higgins Lake. The conference has been continued each year at 
the Higgins Lake Training School and has expanded in recent years to include similar 
six-day conferences at Indian Lake Youth Camp near Crystal Falls, Michigan; at 
Clear Lake Camp near Battle Creek; at Muskegon Lake State Park; and in 1950 at 
St. Mary’s Lake Camp. In recent years there has been a significant trend toward the 
payment of expenses for these conferences by local boards of education. This is a trib- 
ute to the growing realization that experiences like these can make a valuable con- 
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The purpose of these conferences has been to provide an opportunity for high- 
school teachers and administrators to meet with resource people from colleges and 
state agencies, to deal with the problems of the coming school year. In an effort to 
gear the conferences to actual school problems, no specific conference program has 
been planned in advance of the conference. Instead, each conference has begun with 
a careful problem census and working groups have then been established in terms of 
the problems which emerge at the planning session. The filmstrip, “Michigan Cur- 
riculum Planning Conference,” presents in graphic form the story of one of these 
conferences. It begins with the first steps in arranging such conferences and unfolds 
the step-by-step experiences of teachers and administrators who participate. Each 
frame presents a significant feature of the process whereby genuine problems are made 
the framework of the conference. At best, the filmstrip can only illustrate significant 
steps, since the complete picture of the conference would require several hundred 
frames and a great deal of explanatory material. The filmstrip illustrates opportuni- 
ties for exchanging ideas, using resource persons, and evaluating outcomes. It at- 
tempts to give people the actual atmosphere of the conference. In such a setting it is 
impossible for the participants to remain apathetic to the democratic process as a 
means of resolving professional difficulties. This filmstrip, “Michigan’s Curriculum 
Planning Conference,” is being distributed at $3.00 each by Roland C. Faunce, Wayne 
University, Detroit 1, Michigan. 

REPORT ON THE MIDCENTURY WHITE HOUSE CONFERENCE. — The Mid- 
century White House Conference on Children and Youth, as reported in the January 
issue of Survey, is now available in reprint form. This special conference section in- 
cludes: “Youth in Today’s World: Conference Report” by Kathryn Close, “Moving 
Ahead” by Melvin A. Glasser, “What Bends the Twig?” by Marion Robinson, a gist 
of the recommendations, and the “Pledge to Children.” Prices for reprints of this 
section of the January Survey may be secured from Survey Associates, Inc., 112 East 
19th St., New York 3, New York. More articles growing out of the Midcentury White 
House Conference on Children and Youth are coming in Februray and March. These 
will include: “Ability and Survival” by Allison Davis (February) and a symposium 
“Service in Time of Crisis” (March) presenting the views of a number of key people 
whose position of leadership and closeness to youth lend weight to their opinions. 
JUNIOR COLLEGES.—The junior or community college has an extremely signifi- 
cant role in the present emergency. The need for technically trained individuals will 
continue to increase as production is stepped up. If the induction age is retained at 
19 and the program of the institution is accelerated, a large proportion of young peo- 
ple may complete their two years before induction. Consideration is also being given 
to the development of technical courses somewhat comparable to but not as restricted 
as the Engineering, Science Management courses of World War II. If such courses 
are required the junior college is in a unique position to offer them.—American Coun- 
cil on Education. 

EDUCATION IN THE NATIONAL EMERGENCY.—Speaking at a luncheon ses- 
sion of the annual meeting of the Indiana School Boards Association on December 6, 
Edward M. Tuttle, Executive Secretary of the National School Boards Association, 
emphasized the following points: 

1. We are facing a long period of national and world tension in a struggle of 

ideas in the minds of men—a choice between responsible government of, by, and 
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for free men and government by life and death dictatorship of the few over the 


many. 
2. Public education is actually our “first line of defense” in this struggle, and 


must be given top priority by the American people and by their agencies of gov- 
ernment if we are to continue to live as free men in a representative democracy 
and do our part to lead the world to freedom, security, and peace. 

3. School boards are the legal representatives of public education and will face 
heavier responsibilities during the years ahead, for several reasons. First, because 
they have hardly begun to catch up with the shortages in the schools occasioned 
by the depression and World War II. Second, because an increasing flood of 
children, born since 1945, will soon be knocking on the schoolhouse doors. Third, 
because the return of the nation to a war economy will make it increasingly diffi- 
cult to secure the essential materials, equipment, supplies, and manpower to pro- 
vide adequate school facilities. 

4. The needs of education for such things as steel, cement, brick, wood, paper, 
and other materials represent only a tiny fraction of the total supply, but school 
boards cannot readily compete with industry for these materials on the open mar- 
ket because of the restrictions imposed by assessments, bond issues, budgets, tax 
rates, and the general use of public money. 

5. Some system of priorities and allocations for schools seems absolutely essential 
if they are to be equipped to function effectively, but as yet, in spite of the efforts 
of the National Conference for Mobilization of Education and the United States 
Office of Education there seems to be little disposition on the part of the National 
Production Authority, the Selective Service System, and other agencies of govern- 
ment to take practical steps to help the schools, although they all give lip-service 
to the principle of the essentiality of public education. 

6. Finally, our big task is to help people generally to see the impending danger 
to their schools so that they will effectively present the matter to members of Con- 
gress and to governmental authorities. In this effort, school boards and their asso- 
ciations, state and national, working co-operatively with all other organizations 
having a concern for public education, can play a leading and important role.

BOURQUARDEZ, VIRGINIA, and HEILMAN, CHARLES. Sports Equipment. New 
York 3: A. S. Barnes and Co. 1950. 382 pp. $5.00. This book puts much needed, 
authoritative, tested information at the disposal of purchasing agents, physical 
education and recreation personnel, sporting goods wholesalers and retailers. 
There are exact descriptions of the construction, materials, standards, amounts 
needed, expected life and proper care of both clothing and equipment for archery, 
baseball and softball, basketball, bowling, boxing and wrestling, fencing, field 
hockey, football, golf, ice hockey, lacrosse, tennis, badminton and squash, skiing, 
soccer, volleyball, handball, and track and field events. Seventy-seven photo- 
graphs and drawings serve to point up the descriptions and present accurately the 
needed specifications. In addition, there are detailed analyses of the types, prop- 
erties and care of leathers, plastics, rubber, wocd, light metals and textiles. The 
appendices provide material on test methods and procedures, lists of details to be 
checked in the purchase of properly functional sportswear, styling for action and 
fit, and good garment construction. 


FINE, BENJAMIN. Educational Publicity. Rev. New York 16: Harper and Brothers. 
1951. 575 pp. $6.00. Written by one of the nation’s leading interpreters of edu- 
cation, this book has now been completely revised and enlarged in light of the 
increasing news prominence of the educational world and a corresponding growth 
of its public relations task. The new volume has been expanded to almost double 
its original Jength. Five new chapters take into account the broadening of pub- 
licity activities into successful public relations programs. Dr. Fine’s unique back- 
ground and his understanding of the field are evident in every detail of the book 
—whether he is discussing the necessity of long-range programs, community rela- 
tionships, how to develop, produce and place publicity, deal with newspapers, 
organize a staff, or count the costs. The text is profusely illustrated with helpful 
examples of right and wrong procedure. , 

FORSYTHE, L. L. Athletics in Michigan High Schools—The First Hundred Years. 
New York 11. Prentice-Hall. 1950. 336 pp. This publication is more than the 
personal recollections of Mr. Forsythe in writing this history of high-school ath- 
letics in Michigan. Many hours have been spent by him in libraries of schools 
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and colleges of the state, in conferring with “pioneers” in Michigan high-school 
athletics, and in the solicitation and use of early athletic history from the schools 
themselves. Accounts of happenings reported in early daily newspapers, school 
annuals, school newspapers, and State Association bulletins, yearbooks, and hand- 
books have been used. Projects also were suggested by him to high-school classes 
in English journalism, and history and their reports of their own athletic begin- 
nings have been documentary sources for much of the material which has been 
included. Added to all of these are the extensive and rich personal experiences 
of the author during his twenty-five years of service to Michigan high-school ath- 
letics, 

REMMLEIN, M. K. School Law. New York 18: McGraw-Hill Book Co. 1950. 398 
pp. $4.50. This book is a clear and timely presentation of the legal problems in 
pupil and teacher personnel relations. By the statement of general principles and 
quotations from illustrative statutes and court decisions, the author circumvents 
the local nature of school laws and makes this presentation nationally applicable. 
The national applicability of these general principles, on the other hand, is sup- 
plemented by work sheets which permit application of principles to specific juris- 
dictions, thus enabling the text to become a guide to school law in any area. 
This mobility of presentation allows a course, constructed upon the text, to be 
as broad or as narrow as deemed expedient by the instructor for the members of 
a particular class. Illustrations and relative editorial comments are contemporary 
and pertinent. The treatment, while technical in content, is simple and direct. 
School administrators will find much of help in this volume. 

RICHARDSON, J. S., and CAHOON, G. P. Methods and Materials for Teaching 
General and Physical Science. New York 18: McGraw-Hill Book Co. 1951. 493 
pp. $4.50. This new book is planned to give science teachers and prospective 
science teachers direct assistance in utilizing the laboratory or direct experience 
approach. It combines general theory of education with actual practice, giving 
teachers and student teachers usable, practical ideas dealing with the actual 
problems of science teaching. Specific procedures and techniques are provided 
and discussed for both high-school classes and college classes in which high- 
school science teachers are being prepared. Among the special features are: 
teaching procedures that use laboratory-type experiences effectively; detailed 
consideration of the use of projects in science teaching, with several hundred 
descriptions and suggestions of demonstrations, projects, and individual labora- 
tory procedures; discussion of the use of visual and auditory materials in science 
teaching; and material on the equipment, care, and use of the laboratory. A com- 
prehensive bibliography is included. 

ROBINSON, K. F. Teaching Speech in the Secondary School. New York 3: Long- 
mans, Green and Co. 1951. 446 pp. $4.00. The purpose of this book is to give 
helpful suggestions and guidance to those teachers in training and in service who 
desire to teach speech in secondary schools. The organization of the book is 
based upon various factors affecting the teaching job. These factors, the methods, 
and the materials suggested are largely the result of the experience of the author. 
He makes no attempt to include all methods which may be employed in handling 
the problems of teaching speech in secondary schools. He does not contend that 
his procedures are the only ones which will succeed. He does recommend the 
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content as being sound because it has been utilized frequently in many types of 
secondary-school speech situations—large municipal schools, middle-sized city 
schools, suburban schools, small-town schools, rural schools, public schools, uni- 
versity training schools, and private secondary schools. The book is composed of 
26 chapters classified under three major parts: “Factors Affecting Speech Instruc- 
tion,” “Problems in Teacking the First Course,” and “Directing Extiaclass 
Speech Activities and Contests.” 

SAMMARTINO, PETER, and TOMPKINS, ELLSWORTH. Community College in 
Action. Rutherford, New Jersey: Fairleigh Dickinson College Press. 1950. 146 pp. 
The book discusses what the junior college can do for the community and for the 
young people of our nation by bringing the college to the home. It describes 
what Fairleigh Dickinson Junior College, of which Peter Sammartino is president, 
is doing and shows how these same things can be provided by other communities. 
The authors encourage other community persons to provide for and support com- 
munity college facilities in places where they are now needed and not available. 

STOCKING, G. W., and WATKINS, M. W. Monopoly and Free Enterprise. New York 
18: The Twentieth Century Fund, 330 W. 42 St. 1951. 612 pp. $4.00. “Free com- 
petition is the price of freedom of enterprise.” The monopoly problem has long 
ranked high in controversy and low in availibility of the facts needed to deal 
with it. This book describes the present structure of the American economy, with 
emphasis on the relation of concentrations of economic power to the theory and 
practice of free enterprise. It shows how competitive forces have in specific 
instances been limited by American business concerns and, in certain fields, by 
legislation, and it attempts to assess the economic and social effects of these 
developments. It surveys the American system of free competition with the modi- 
fications that have occurred through the need for large industrial units to achieve 
the economics of mass production, through the action of pressure groups, and 
through governmental controls and regulations. It then examines the attempts of 
government at controlling monopolistic practices. A final chapter presents the 
report and recommendations for action of the Special Committee on Cartels and 
Monopoly appointed by the Fund to study the findings. It also presents a policy 
program formulated by a special committee representing a wide variety of inter- 
ests. 

A Water Policy for the American People. Washington 25, D. C.: Superintendent of 
documents. 1950. 458 pp. This volume is the first report of the President’s Water 
Recources Policy Commission. A second and third volume will appear later, with 
attention given to the details of the several river basin studies in volume 2 and 
the applicable law in volume 3. Covered in volume 1 are: “Regional Development,” 
“National Objectives,” “Unity in Planning,” “Evaluation,” “Reimbursement,” 
“A Resources Investment Program,” “The Need for Basic Information,” “Surface 
and Ground Water,” “Watershed Management,” “Flood Management,” “Land 
Reclamation,” “Domestic and Industrial Water Supply,” ‘Pollution Control.” “In- 
Jand and Intracoastal Waterways,” “Hydroelectric Power,” “Recreation,” “Fish 
and Wildlife,” “Conservation Education,” and “Legal Aspects.” 


Books for Pupil and Teacher Use 
ALLEN, M. P. The Silver Wolf. New York: Longmans, Green and Co. 1951. 216 pp. 
$2.50. This adventure story tells of Judd Hunter and Kit Carson who at Seven- 
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teen join Captain Bent’s wagon freight-train. Kit Carson was a little wildcat 
who loved danger, went to meet it. and provoked it recklessly. Judd knew it 
would be great to feel that way but he had to fight himself as well as their 
enemies. The three months between Missouri and Sante Fe are packed with 
adventures. There are terrible days and nights on the desert without water, 
danger of buffalo stampedes, hostile Indians, desperadoes and ratlesnakes in- 
festing the trail. The dangers the boys survived in a search for a silver mine 
cemented their friendship and their respect, each for the other’s kind of bravery. 

ARMSTRONG, H. F. Tito and Goliath. New York: Macmillan Co. 1951. 324 pp. 
$3.50. This book tells the story of the origins, development, and meaning of 
the conflict between Stalin and Tito, It reveals sidelights on the persons involved 
in the drama of intrigue and violence. Here is the story of Tito’s resistance 
against Stalin and the story of how the Jugoslav dictator has split the Com- 
munist world profoundly affected the power position of the Soviet Union, opened 
new avenues of hope for the oppressed masses of Eastern Europe, and changed 
American strategic planning from Berlin to Korea. 

BAKER, M, J. A Castle and Sixpence. New York: Longmans, Green and Co. 1951. 
191 pp. $2.50. It is a pleasure to read this present-day story of wholesome, 
natural children, for it has genuine freshness and charm. Their resourcefulness 
is tested keeping house in cramped quarters and in straitened finances. Sud- 
denly they inherit their ancestral castle where there are a great many cats which 
have something to do with Miss Martingale’s strange will. Here, also, is the 
poignant mystery about Sixpence, the boy who wanders through the castle at 
night. The children’s days are filled with fun, hard work, and happiness. Here 
in the castle is room for the old horse which they had rescued and which carries 
them to safety in a flash flood which proves a blessing in disguise. 

Better Homes and Gardens Baby Book. Des Moines, Iowa: Meredith Publishing Co. 
1950. 256 pp. This book prepared by the Child Care and Training Department 
of the Meredith Publishing Company has to do with that all-important problem 
of rearing children properly. It is important that they be maintained in health 
and vigor; that they develop socially and emotionally in such a manner as to 
make a happier world; and that they be spared maladjustment from harmful 
environmental factors and methods of management during their developmental 
years. This book, which is concerned with the child from prenatal to six years, 
is designed and prepared to be a guide to preserving their health. Authorities 
differ in opinion as to the details of child care, but they do agree on the basic 
general principles. This book deals authoritatively with all the problems that are 
encountered by the mother in rearing the child. It deals with his clothing, his 
food, his schedule,—in fact, all those factors which have to do with the baby’s 
physical and emotional well-being. The book also contains 64 pages for a record 
of the child’s physical and mental growth; his personality interests, and ability 
from birth to age sixteen. 

Better Homes and Gardens Storybook. Des Moines, Iowa: Meredith Publishing Co. 
1950. 159 pp. $2.95. This book contains 50 masterpieces of literature for chil- 
dren, beautifully printed and illustrated. Here are stories and poems which 
children of all ages and times have loved. Here is the lyrical nonsense of Ed- 
ward Lear, the jungle wonder of Rudyard Kipling, Aesop’s simple truths, the 
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pleasant familiarity of Peter Rabbit. The book offers a wide variety of good 
reading to excite the many interests of children, In order to tell each story and 
poem just the way the author intended it to be told, more than 600 illustrations 
—most of them in color—from the most famous editions of these works have 
been carefully reproduced. The selections in the Storybook were chosen by Mrs. 
Betty O’Connor, who has devoted a lifetime to the study of children’s literature 
and children themselves, 

BREWTON, J. E.; LEMON, BABETTE; SHARP, R. A.; and ABNEY LOUISE. 
English and Continental Literature. Chicago: Laidlaw Brothers. 1950. 800 pp. 
$3.28. This book in the Cultural Growth Series for grades seven through twelve 
provides a functional approach to an understanding of life in England and on 
the European Continent, The first seven sections build up a chronology of the 
literature of England. The last section presents a panoramic view of the literature 
of Continental Europe, stressing outstanding writers. Preceding each of the eight 
sections is an account of the historical, sociological, economic, and literary back- 
ground of the period of culture to be studied. An important part of the book is 
the speech material which, at suitable intervals, is presented for the carrying 
out of a program for speech improvement. This integrated speech program is 
firmly built into all the books of the series Cultural Growth through Reading— 
Literature—Speech. 

It has been found through testing of student interest and fact retention that 
literary history studied apart from literary production is of negligible value.

DOERFLINGER, W. M., Collector and Compiler. Shantymen and Shantyboys: Songs 
of the Sailor and Lumberman. New York: Macmillan Co. 1951. 398 pp. $8.00. 
This book contains over 150 songs traditional with sailormen and woodsmen, 
some of them familiar, many reproduced for the first time. The music is given 
for nearly all, and many songs are presented in varying versions, as sung by dif- 
ferent men. With the words and tunes of the songs, the author explains their 
backgrounds and use, and the ways of the men among whom they originated and 
were passed along. There are shanties—work songs of the sailormen under square- 
rigged sail—and other “deep water” songs reflecting sea life in the days of the 
famous American transatlantic packet ships, the California clippers of gold rush 
days, the cotton carriers sailing to Southern ports, and other tall, square-rigged 
ships. There are fishermen’s songs beloved aboard the handy schooners that 
jogged over the Banks; songs of the West Indies trade; ballads of lumberwoods 
life; and other songs of various types traditional under sail and in the lumber 
camps. Many of the woodsmen’s songs were popular with loggers not only in 
New England and Canada but also in the Lake States, ‘in New York, Pennsyl-

vania, and the Northwest. The author says he finds it hard to single out his own 
favorite song in the collection. If he had to choose, he would pick among the sea 
songs that fine old ballad of piracy, “The Flying Cloud;” as a logger ballad he 
favors “The Scow on Cowden Shore,” a lively song of the river driving crews. 

DULL, C. E., BROOKS, W. O., and METCALFE, H. C. Modern Chemistry. New 
York: Henry Holt and Co., Inc. 1950. 575 pp. $3.16. This edition of Modern 
Chemistry is a complete revision of the textbook of the same name originally 
written by the late Charles E. Dull. Like its predecessor, it is an all-purpose text- 
book for use in secondary schools. It contains the theory necessary for a second- 
ary-school course, as well as sufficient descriptive material to form a suitable 
course of instruction for those who do not plan to go to college. The authors 
have purposely included more material than can be covered in one school year. 
Teachers can, therefore, select those chapters which best meet local needs. They 
should not feel obligated to teach all the material from cover to cover. As a guide 
in the selection of material, the authors have marked with a star (*) certain 
whole chapters, paragraphs in other chapters, and certain questions and prob- 
lems intended for superior students. The unstarred material, however, had been 
so written as to present a connected understanding of subject matter in logical 
order. Particularly in later chapters on descriptive chemistry, some teachers may 
prefer to take up certain topics in a different order from that given. Such inter- 
change can be made without loss. 

GILES, J. H. Miss Willie. Philadelphia: Westminster Press. 1951. 268 pp. $3.00. 
Miss Willie was the new teacher of the school on Piney Ridge, Kentucky. Be- 
cause she was bored and because the thought of teaching the backward hill folk 
had filled her with missionary zeal, she had left a comfortable teaching job in 
Texas to fill the post, despite the poor pay and the deplorable condition of the 
Ridge’s one-room schoolhouse. There was just one thing she had failed to con- 
sider—that what the people wanted least was enlightenment. Life on the Ridge 
was satisfactory as it was because “hit” had “allus” been that way. The Ridge 
folk were completely impervious to the changes Miss Willie suggested. But even 
though they were amused by her “quare” ways, they accepted her with the proper 
respect due teachers, 

GORDON, DOROTHY. You and Democracy. New York: E. P. Dutton and Co. Inc. 
1951. 60 pp. $2.00. Most of us are convinced that democracy is the most satis- 
factory social philosophy that the world has known. But there are children in 
our schools and there are many adults across the land, both native-born and po- 
tential citizens, who do not know or are not fully appreciative of what democracy 
means, in what a diversified way it functions in our national life, the freedoms 
and privileges it represents, and obligations and responsibilities it places on us 
as individuals. You and Democracy should develop in each reader a conception 
of democracy that is personally convincing, meaningful, and dynamic. It is hoped 
it will have wide usage by teachers and leaders in American life who have long 
had need of a book of this kind—attractive-in format, simple in language, infor- 
mational, and persuasive. Make no mistake; citizens of totalitarian nations are 
very glib when describing the advantages of living under their dubious form of 
government. We of the democracies, however, lazily content in our security, know 
little indeed of just what makes our way of life so comfortable. “The demo- 
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cratic way of life” is a word combination that rolls pleasantly off our tongues, 
but do we know what it actually means? This little book simply and eloquently 
describes life in a democracy; what privileges may be enjoyed; how every citi- 
zen himself is a part of that government and has a voice in its activities. It de- 
scribes our freedoms and warns against their abuses. It explains the Constitution 
and the Bill of Rights. It is authentic, concise, invaluable to the student or teach- 
er of “life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness.” 

The 1951 World Almanac. New York, 15: New York 
World-Telegram, 125 Barclay St. 1951. 912 pp. $1.00 in soilproof heavy paper 
cover; $1.85 in durable, heavy duty, cloth binding. The World Almanac makes 
a comprehensive survey of the economic, political and cultural events of the Unit- 
ed States. It provides a full report of the work of the United Nations; gives a 
survey of the tense foreign situations that range from threats of war in Europe 
to open warfare in Tibet, Indo-China and Malaya. Events and legislation that 
intimately affect the average American citizen—new taxes, higher pay, building 
restrictions, selective service, social security, veterans’ benefits, the draft, the con- 
trols on credit and prices and the proclamation of the national emergency—these 
and many other matters are packed into this handy volume, which prints official 
information in such concise form that it is put to daily use by government de- 
partments in Washington, educational institutions and executive agencies in all 
the states. This volume gives attention to U. S. Aid to Foreign Nations; it in- 
cludes the essential figures of the 1950 Census; it presents information on the 
hydrogen bomb and science; it gives a complete record of sports events for 1950, 
and, as usual, supplies information of almost any conceivable type of facts and 
accomplishment during the year 1950. ” 

HARK, MILDRED, and McQUEEN, NOEL. Modern Comedies for Young Players. Bos- 
ton: Plays, Inc. 1951. 373 pp. $3.50. Twenty-three nonroyalty comedies are con- 
tained in this anthology. These entertaining dramas give warm, informal glimpses 
of life in a typical American home. All of the plays use the same characters and 
setting, but each play is a complete dramatic unit. The main characters are the 
five members of the Saunders household—Fred, Agnes, Bud, Billy, and the maid, 
Ruby; and the action always takes place in the comfortable Saunders’ living 
room. The Saunders family has already won a large following among the sub- 
scribers to PLAYS, The Drama Magazine for Young People, where the dramas in 
the collection first appeared. The mutual affection between members of the family 
and their wholesome good humor in untangling problems will appear to actors 
and audiences of all ages. A variety of situations and special occasions are dra- 
matized to provide a calendar of activity for the whole year. There are plays for 
Thanksgiving, Christmas, Valentine’s Day,, Easter, and Mother’s Day. Among the 
everyday crises humorously presented are: father’s speech to the business club 
mother’s social tea, Bud’s first formal dance, television and the neighbors, elec- 
tions and civic duty, and the misunderstandings of forgotten anniversaries and 
mixed-up gifts. 

HOLME, RATHBONE, and FROST, KATHLEEN, Editors. Decorative Art—The Stu- 
dio Year Book. New York 16: Thomas Y. Crowell, 432 Fourth Ave. 1950. 152 pp. 
$5.95. In addition to a special article on “Building a House in Britain,” in which 
the author explains the conditions governing private building in Britain today, © 
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this yearbook for 1950-51 is devoted to an international review of new produc- 
tions of designers and manufacturers. Through its sections can be seen trends in 
textiles and ceramics, glass and silerware, interiors and furniture displayed in 
sixteen color plates and over 400 illustrations in monochrome. This book provides 
an inspiration to the interior decorator, architect, and designer whether his 
tastes are toward an air of grandeur, comfort, or utility; gaiety, formality, or 


quiet repose. 


IVENS, BYRNA. Compiler. The Seventeen Reader. Philadelphia: J. B. Lippincott Co. 


1951. 320 pp. $2.75. Here are the best-liked stories and the most favored features 
selected from Seventeen, the monthly magazine for teenage girls. The eight short 
stories about the lives and experiences of young people represent the cream of all 
the outstanding fiction pieces that have appeared in more than seventy-two issues 
of Seventeen Magazine. The thirty-five articles constitute a basic guide to prob- 
lems of the growing-up years and afford practical answers to the questions mod- 


ern girls are always asking. 


JEFFRIES, VIRGINIA-MURRILL. Calling Isabel. New York: Longmans, Green 


and Co., Inc. 1951. 177 pp. $2.25. This is a story of an affectionate, close-knit 
family. Isabel’s problems are those that daunt most contemporary young women 
—dating problems, career problems, family loyalties. Her relationship with 
Mark, whom she has always known in a special way, and her flattered response 
to Jim, the “first to give her an orchid,” bring home to Isabel the obligation as 
well as the fun which come with the tinsel, the music, the perfume, and laughter 


of the almost-grown-up parties. 


LANDON, MARGARET. Never Dies the Dream. Garden City, New York: Doubleday 


and Co. 1949, 309 pp. $2.75. Modern Bangkok is the background for this story 
of a woman missionary whose indominitable faith defeated the malicious intent 
of a determined antagonist. It is the story of India Severn who had lived twenty- 
five years in this city of kaleidoscopic streets, nauseous odor of the markets, and 
the arabesque beauty of temples and palaces. Developed as a love story, it tells of 
her unselfish services to the people.

Presser Co. 1950. 200 pp. $5.00. An Invitation to Band Arranging is written 
primarily to supply a working method for budding arrangers, who, by choice or 
necessity, intend to study the subject without the aid of a teacher. This will 
account for the conversational informality of the text, but it need not bar the 
book from classroom or private lesson, for the detailed approach may lighten the 
teacher’s task during instruction hours and can also be of considerable help to 
students doing homework. The volume may also be useful to band leaders, who, 
though they do not intend to become arrangers, wish to strengthen their grasp of 
the structural secrets of the music they conduct, in order to get better perform- 
ances. The scores, found at the end of many chapters, should not be considered 
mere “ponies;” for although one complete arrangement for each group of instru- 
ments is given in the text, no such group can be said to be mastered until several 
compositions, chosen by the student, have been arranged for the same combina- 
tion of instruments. Transposition has always been a stumbling block for the 
beginner, especially when it has been treated as a prerequisite. For this reason, 
a knowledge of transposition has not been taken for granted but has received 
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careful, step-by-step explanations. Every aspect of the work is supplemented by 
detailed and specific instructions, which, when followed, will clarify each suc- 
cessive phase, It is, therefore, enough to point out that the book is divided into 
five main parts: Introduction, Scorings from Vocal Settings, Arrangements from 
Piano Compositions, Transcriptions from Orchestral Works, Critical Judgment. 
LEWIS, D. S., PECKHAM, G. C., and HOVEY, H. S. Family Meals and Hospitality. 
New York: Macmillan Co. 1951. 479 pp. $3.40. This book is designed to help 
young peopie acquire competency in planning, marketing, preparing, and serving 
foods. Scorning satisfaction with anything less than excellent cuisine, good man- 
agement practices—getting the most for your money, dovetailing jobs, under- 
standing principles—is underlined so that an orderly and efficient procedure is 
possible. Particularly important is the inclusion of the basic recipes in the text 
rather than at the end of the book. The step-by-step working out of recipes and 
good management practices is expected to lead students, as they acquire profi- 
ciency, to develop short cuts and to apply basic principles to variations of recipes. 
Results can be checked with the standards for a good product given throughout 
the book. Comparisons between home-made and commercially prepared products 
encourage students to exercise judgment in selection of foods and processes. 

Believing that an important responsibility of the homemaker is to provide nu- 
tritious, satisfying meals, the authors have planned Family Meals and Hospitality 
with the following principles in mind: (1) The modern homemaker must be alert 
to recent developments in nutrition and must understand their relation to health 
and well-being; (2) She must also develop a knowledge of food costs and of 
fluctuations of costs so that she can plan menus to fit her family’s budget; (3) 
Plans for meals should take into consideration limitations of time, energy, equip- 
ment, and space; (4) Cookery is a fine art that enriches and enlivens social rela- 
tions. Accordingly, the homemaker has a responsibility to create a leisurely 
atmosphere at mealtimes enjoyable to the family and its guests; (5) Some knowl- 
edge of foreign foods leads to the appreciation of their cultures and increases the 
students’ enjoyment of food. All of these aspects of homemaking are stressed in 
the text of the book and pointed. up by the activities. 

As written, the text contains a full two-semesters’ work, but flexibility in its 
use is anticipated. Each of the units is, in a measure, complete in itself, alhough 
each presumes some knowledge of earlier units. It is assumed that teachers and 
pupils will plan and work together, and that each class will start where it most 
needs experience. For example, if a class has had good instruction in nutrition 
in a previously taken science course, the first unit in this text could be assigned 
as review and class work might begin with the second unit. In schools where 
home economics courses include aspects of foods, clothing, family life, and hous- 
ing in each school year, this book can be used for all the food units. In any event, 
a laboratory project should be started almost immediately. This experience not 
only satisfies the students’ eagerness to start cooking; it also leads to a discovery 
of the importance of organization of work and the need for developing skills.

ROBERT. H. M. Robert’s Rules of Order, Revised. Chicago: Scott, Foresman and 
Co. 1943, 326 pp. This is the famous guide to parliamentary procedure. The book 
has both Part 1—“Rules of Order”—a compendium of parliamentary law, based 
upon the rules and practice of Congress, and Part II—“Organization and Conduct 
of Business”—a simple explanation of the methods of organizing and conducting 
the business of societies, conventions, and other deliberate assemblies. It is in a 
handy pocket-size edition. In 1874 when Robert was stationed in Milwaukee, he 
found time to expand the material he started in California. And early in 1875, he 
sent an outline of the manuscript to various publishers. As far as they were con- 
cerned Robert was out of order. “Jefferson and Cushing are too well established,” 
the publishers said. “Who’d believe that an Army officer could know anything 
about parliamentary law?” Disappointed but not discouraged, he kept on until he 
finally found a firm—S, C. Griggs and Company of Chicago—who agreed to pub- 
lish his book on the following conditions which Robert accepted: the author was 
to give away one thousand copies to legislators, educators, and clergymen and 
also assume all of the financial responsibility unless or until the book became a 
success. Within six weeks of the day of official publication, February 19, 1876, 
Robert's Rules was selling so fast that the amazed publishers had to order an im- 
mediate reprint. According to The New York Times of March 25, 1877, 10,000 
copies of Robert’s Rules of Order were sold that first year. Today, having under- 
gone many revisions, Robert’s Rules of Order, Revised, sells in the neighborhood 
of 50,000 copies a year and its total sales have reached almost the million and a 
half mark. With the exception of the Bible, it has been pointed out, few other 
books of non-fiction can claim such best-seller popularity. In honor of General 
Robert, who died in 1923, and in observance of his work’s diamond jubilee, this 
special 75th anniversary edition of Robert’s Rules is being published by Scott, 
Foresman and Company of Chicago. They took the book over from its original 
publishers 52 years ago. If clearness and arrangement gave to the little manual 
its initial appeal, other factors have contributed to its long life. Fundamentally, 
the book is an analysis of what the individual must surrender for the good of a 
group and what the group must respect and retain to protect the individual. 
These problems are forever new, whether in the lodge or missionary society on the 
local level, or between nations on the international level. The timelessness of 
Robert's Rules of Order keeps it young.

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ics. The content of the twenty-one chapters represents a synthesis of the recom- 
mendations or recent reports and studies in the fields of general education and 
mathematics education. Beginning algebra is emphasized, but special care is 
taken to present the subject matter in an interesting and meaningful way to the 
student. Throughout the book efforts are made to integrate closely the funda- 
mental concepts of arithmetic, algebra, informal geometry, and numerical trigon- 
ometry. Dual purposes are followed in the material of the text. First, every oppor- 
tunity is made use of to give the student a reason for his learning and mastering 
mathematical techniques. The second purpose is closely allied to the first; it is 
to nurture and to develop the student’s appreciation of the contributions of math- 
ematical concepts to everyday living. Specifically, the following features of this 
textbook are worthy of note: (1) Algebraic rules and principles are developed 
informally; (2) a premium is placed upon the habit of thinking with symbols; 
(3) the fundamental operations are reviewed; (4) the essential concepts and 
skills of informal geometry are developed; (5) the nature of the formula and 
general functional relationship are presented; (6) exercises have been built 
around worth-while social activities, (7) adequate preparation is provided for 
skills needed in later work.
